JOSEPH, Mo., April 13.—That there is 
another side to the story of the sudden dis- 


appearance of Ernest V. Harding, the miss- 


ing cashier of the German-American Bank, 


has been the belief of many people inter-.

It has developed, for one thing, 
Harding was considerably in debt, and that 
he made several efforts, a short time be- 
fore he went away, to obtain money.

“There has never been any serious trouble 
between my husband and myself. On Sun- 
day morning before. Mr. Harding went 
away the telephone rang, and he answered 
the call. I asked who it was while he was 
at the telephone, and he said it sounded 
like Will's voice. 

“When he left the telephone he said it 
was Will, and that he would go down and 
bring him out to breakfast. He went away 
and returned inside of an hour with Wiil 
Bain, who had been away since the Tues- 
day before—almost a week. 

“Everything went on just the same until 
I received the letter from my husband in 
which he satd he was going away. There 
have never been any improper relations be- 
tween Will Bain and myself, and no ground

Before he left the 
city Bain said he had loaned Harding $1500,

Was Ruined. 

Dr. Hollister says Harding came to his 
house on Friday night, March 29, suffering 
from morphine poisoning. He says Hard- 
ing told him that he was financially ruined, 
and that he had taken three and one-half 
grains of morphine in a room at the Hotel 
Metropole. At that time, according to Dr. 
Hollister, Harding said nothing about any 
domestic trouble. Dr. Hollister says he 
walked the streets with Harding all night, 
the morphine yy 98 taken effect by that 
time. Harding told him, he says, that the 
dose he took was too lar e, and was not 
retained, ryt the physicia found that 
enough had been retained to ‘probably cause 
Tenth if he was allowed to sleep. 

Until Bain returns tbe exact financial re- 
lation between himself and Harding cannot 
be known. Bain is known to have had con- 
siderable. dealing with his employer in a 
business way, and probably knows more of 
his financial condition than anyone. Ac- 
quaintances of Bain say he is not an ordi- 
nary stable boy, but a young man of con- 
siderable intelligence. Bain is now supposed 
to be searching for Harding to get some 
security for the loan he claims to have 
made to him just before the cashier dis- 
appeared. 

The letters left by Harding are genuine, 
as far as their having been written by him 
and addressed to Mrs. Harding. That Is not. 
denied by Mrs. Harding or her brother, Dr. 
Hollister. 

The letters are still in the possession of 
the bank officials, although a demand has 
been made by Mrs. Harding’s attorney for 
their delivery to her. 

Several months ago rome ap invested 
some moncy in the St. Joseph Daily Rec- 
ord, an afternoon paper that has since sus- 
pences publication. The sum invested -” be- 
leved to have been less than $2900, but it 
was probably a total loss to Harding. The 
press and material of the newspaper plant.

Harding Said to 
Be. in Denver. 

When Harding disappeared a week ago he 
gave as a reason that he had witnessed a 
scene in his house that frenzied him. When 
his statements were first made known they 
were accepted as true, but since then there 
has been some doubt. The friends of Mrs. 


Harding say they have not made known all 
the evidence in their possession. 

Not until several days had elapsed after 
the disappearance of Harding was any in- 
formation obtained as-to his whereabouts. 
Then in letters written here he was said 
to be in Denver. At the same time the 
bank officials received a telegram from 
Bain, The coachman said he was in Den- 
ver looking for Harding, and asked the 
bank to send him $100 to prosecute the 
search. 

A telegram was sent to Bain informing 
him that he had better discontinue the 
search for Harding, as Harding would prob- 
ably kill him should. they ever meet. Al- 
though the officials did not wire their rea- 
sons to Bain, they base their belief that 
Harding would kill him on letter received 
from Harding, which indicate that he was 
extremely jealous of his wife and that Bain 
was the cause of this jealousy. 

Harding’s friends and the friends of his 
wife do not believe that he had cause for 
ame age 6 They say he had been working 
ard, was extremely nervous and think 
that he imagined things that never oc- 
curred. The letter received from him by his 
‘wife also indicates this. This is why the 
friends of Harding in this city are ex- 
ne at any hour to hear of a tragedy

Britons May Go On Buying 
and Shipping Mules. 


DECISION AT NEW ORLEANS 


COURT HOLDS IT HAS NO JURIS-| 


DICTION IN THE CASE, 


Contention That to Interfere Would 
Abridge the Right of Neutrals to 
Sell Any Belligerent Power, 
Guaranteed by Interna- 
tional Usage. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 13.—Judge Par- 
lange, In the United States Circuit Court, 
today handed down his decision, dismissing 
the suit brought by the Boer representa- 
tives here, to prevent the shipment of 
mules and horses out of New Orleans to 


the British pemy in South Africa. The de- 
cision is a lengthy one. 


Judge Parlange holds that the transac- 
tions between citizens of the United States 
and the British government were conducted 
under the order of private citizenship and 
that the courts had absolutely no jurisdic- 
tion to interfere. The horses and mules, 
the court said, were bought in a neutral 


territory. 

Judge Parlange continued: 

“If the complainants could be heard to 
assert here rights personal to themselves 
in the treaty invaded, and if the mules and 
horses invotved in this eause are muni- 
tions of war, all of which is disputed by 
the defendants, it would become nec- 
essary to determine whether the United 
States intended by the declaration of the 
treaty (of Washington, May 8, 1871) to 
subvert the well established principle of 
international law that the private citizens 
of a neutral nation can lawfully sell sup- 
plies to beligerents. 

“It is almost impossible to suppose, a 
priorl, that the United States would have 
done so, and would have thus provided for 
the most and extensive derangement of, 
and injury to, the commerce of our citizens, 
whenever 2 or more foreign nations should 
go to war, and it would seem that there is 
nothing in the treaty, especially when its 
history and purposes are considered, which 
would warrant the belief that the United 
States insisted upon inserting therein a new 
principle of international law from which 
the greatest damage might result to the 
commerce of this country, and ich was 
absolutely different from and antagonistic 
to the rule and policy which the government 
of this country has heretofore strenuously 
and invariably followed. 

‘The principle that neutral citizens may 
lawfully sell to belligerents has long since 
been settled in this country by the highest 
judicial authority.”’ 

Judge Parlange cites numerous authorities 
in support of the foregoing and continues: 

“The principle has been adhered to by 
the executive department of the govern- 
ment from the time when Mr. Jefferson was 
secretary of state to the present day. Mr. 
Jefferson said in 1793: 

‘Our citizens have always been free to 
make, vend and export arms. It is the con- 
stant occupation and livelihood of some of 
them. To suppress their callings, the only 
means, perhaps, of their subsistence he- 
cause a war exists in foreign and distant 
countries tn which we have no concern, 
would scarcely be expected. It would be 
hard in principle and impwssible in prac- 
tice. The law of nations therefore, respect- 
ing the rights of those at peace, does not 
require from them such an internal de- 
rangement in their occupation.’ 

‘"To the same effect are numerous expres- 
sions and declarations of the executive de- 
partment of the government, from the 
earliest period of the country to the present 
time. 

“Affidavits in the case purport to show 
that the vessels which make the exporta- 
tion of mules and horses of which the bills 
complain are private vessels: that they are 
commanded by their usual officials, appoint- 
ed and paid by the owners: that they are 
manned by their usual private crews, which 
are also paid by the owners; that they are 
not equipped for war; that they are not in 
the military service of Great Britain nor 
controlled by the naval authorities of that 
nation; that they carry the mules and horses 
as they would carry any other cargo; and 
that the mules and horses are to be landed 
not on the territory of the South African 
donee os or the Orange Free State, but in 

Cape Colony, which {Is territory belonging 
to Great Britain. 

“Tf these affidavits set out the facts truly 
it is difficult to see how a cause of com- 
vlain can arise. If a belligerent may come 
to this country and buy munitions of war, 
it seems clear that he may export them as 
freight in private merchant vessels in his | 
owr or any other nation as cargo could be 
exy “ted by the general public. 

No precedent has been cited to the court 
which in its opinion could even remotely 
sustain the cause of the complainants. No 
case has been cited, nor do { believe that 
any could have been cited, presenting is- 
sues similar to those of this cause. The 
three complainants are private 
is true that the complainant, Plerce, avers 
that he is consul-general of the Orange 
Free States, but his demand is exclusive- 
ly a personal one, and he must be 
to be suing in his’ personal capacity.

FIGHT FOR THE GOVERNORSHIP 
GROWS HOTTER EACH DAY. 


Trewin or Harriman Are Likely to Be 
the Choice of the Faction Op- 
5 posed to Cummins. 


DES MOINES, Io., April 13.—Congress- 
man Hull's departure for the Philippines 
and the statement by him that he woula 
sail from San Francisco before the arrival 
of Minister Cinger, seems to have satisfied 
the candidates for governor that Conger 
will have no part in the governorshiv Aght, 
and a campaign that had grown somewhat 
dull and uneventful is once more active and 
interesting. 

The Conger boom, if suth it may he 
termed, was started by Congressman Hull, 
and, notwithstanding that Conger cabled 
Cummins that he was not a candidate, 


Hull clung to the belief that he could be 
prevailed upon to accept. To the actitude 
assumed by Hull was due the feeling of un- 
certainty on the part of some of the candi- 
dates for governor, they veing unable to 
cast off the thought that a ‘letermined ef- 
fort would be made to induce Conger to 
enter the race. 

In addition to the fact that the man who 
was responsible for all the Conger talk will 
be sailing away on the Pacific when the lat- 
ter reaches this country comes the news 


. that the date of Conger's arrival must be 
much later than had at first been supposed. 
: Instead of reaching here on April 10 or 12, 
/it is now said he cannot get here before 


the 25th, and may not arrive before May 1. 


Seventh District 
Is in Doubt. 

The question of Seventh district support 
will have been settled before the last named 
date, and the man who secures this 
strength will undoubtedly be a leading can- 
didate for governor. It is knowledge of the 
fact that the contest in the Seventh will 
be fought out by the two men who now 
figure in it that has awakened other can- 
didates for governor to the necessity for 
immediate action. 

Trewin'’s candidacy probably will extend 
the battleground into the far northeast, for 
it is believed that Harriman will regard a 
part of the Fourth as essential to his own 
success, and there are good reasons for be- 
lieving that Cummins will make an open 
fight in that district. Prior to the an- 
nouncement of Trewin, Cummins was gen- 
erally credited with strength to carry five 
counties in the Fourth, and if he makes the 
attempt to secure the delegations where 
the Cummins sentiment is strong, the 
chances are that practically all the district 
will be contested. And in the Fifth Har- 
riman and Trewin will meet in a trial of 
strength. 

Trewin, although a resident of the Fourth. 
is said to have completed all arrangements 
for removing to the Fifth. It is to be pre- 
sumed he will endeavor to take advantage 
of the situation and secure support in both 
districts, on the ground of being a resident. 
and it is this attempt that will be resisted 
by Harriman. 


Harriman-Trewin 
Fight Important. 

The candidacies of Trewin and Harriman 
conflict to a greater degree than those of 
any other two candidates not residents of 
the same district. It is recognized that 
Trewin's strength must come largely from 
territory that otherwise Harriman might 
hope to control. 

The-Cummins men state openly that when 
the question of supremacy shall be st- 
tled by Harriman and Trewin they will then 
know who it is that will be Cummins’ chic? 
opponent. 

The situation in the Third and Fourth is 


further complicated by the candidacy of 
Judge Weaver for supreme judge and [o1- 
mer Representative Klemme for lieutenant- 
governor. In case Trewin should show su- 
perior strength Weaver's friends doubtlo.:. 
would claim that Harriman's district's frst 
duty should then be to Weaver. as, in 
that case, he would be the only home can- 
didate having a good chance to win.

BANK BUSINESS 
AND PROSPERITY 


Change in Methods of Hand- 
ling Commercial Paper. — 


COUNTRY BANKS GET IT NOW 


HAVE COME DOWN TO MEET NEW 
YORK DISCOUNT RATES. 


The Dearth of Paper in the Metropolis 
Causes Note Brokers to Go to 
Smaller Cities Solicit- 
ing Business. 


NEW YORK, April 13.—The Journal of 
Commerce says: 

“An important development resulting 
from the business activity and prosperity 
of the last few years is the decided change 
which has taken place in the methods of 
handling commercial paper. It is estimated 
on reliable data that the volume of com- 
mercial paper discounted in New York 
through the leading note brokers ranges 
between $5,000,000 
Formerly a large amount of paper of out- 
of-town houses was sent to New York for 
sale.’ 

One of the foremost authorities on com- 
mercial paper in this market said last 
night: 

“The plethora of money in the interior 
cities and the enormous line of deposits 
which the banks of these cities hold pre- 
vented large lines of paper which formerly 
came to New York for discount at low 
rates from coming to this market, because 
the banks in the interior have come down 
in their rates to meet the New York rates 
and are purchasing paper direct in their 
own territorv at New York rates—notably 
so in cities ike Chicago, St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, Denver, Detroit, St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. This dearth of wet has 
naturally made all of the note brokers 
more active than ever. 

“The dearth of paper has also had an- 
other effect. It has caused the note brok- 
ers to go to the smaller class of concerns 
throughout the country, soliciting their 
business at lower rates than they have 
heen in the habit of paying to their local 
institutions. This, in turn, has taken away 
a great deal of investment from the local 
institutions, and thrown them into the se- 
curity market. Banks that are not buy- 
ers of commercial paper and are not in the 
position to buy it have been compelled to 
seek the security market, where a large 
volume of securities have naturally been 
absorbed in this way. 

“The southern banks have been exceed- 
ingly prosperous, showin enormous in- 
creases in deposits. The South is in a very 
yrosperous condition, generally. Acreage 
ands in certain sections have nearly 
doubled in value during the last three 
years notably so In the state of Texas.”’

She was an active Democratic worker dur- 
ing the campaign preceding the city elec- 
tion. It is said that she is the first woman

HAYTIENS MOVED 
MASSACRE RIVER 


Opera Bouffe Occasion for 
War With Dominicans. 


CLASH AT ARMS NOW EXPECTED 
BOUNDARY mm A STREAM 
WHICH WAS STOLEN. 


Story of the Long Quarrel Between. the 
Island Republics of Hayti and 
Santo Domingo Told by 

s Travelers. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, April 4.—The fol- 
lowing statement of the causes leading up 
to the recently developed boundary trouble 
between the republics of Hayti and Santo 
Domingo ,and of the present condition of 
affairs, is furnished by persons just re- 
turned from the island. 

What is known as the Dominican re- 
public, or the republic of Santo Domingo, 
was once a republic of Hayti. In 1844 
the internal troubles and state of anarchy 
which then prevailed—as a result of the 
revolution which overthrew the govern- 
ment of President Loyer after Zz years in 
vftice—facilitated and was the cause of 
ihe secession of the eastern poruon ol 
the island, which then proclaimed its in- 
uependence. The existence of the new re- 
puolie was recogniged by the Haytien 
government in 1874. ; 

The quesuion of the delimitation of the 
frontiers arose naturally from the fact 
that the territory of the Dominican re- 
public is not and never has been de- 
fined. This important and delicate ques- 
tion was finally, by mutual consent, sub- 
mitted to the arbitration of his holiness, 
rope Leo XIill. in consequence, certain 
points raised as to the powers accorded 
his holiness ,the two governments (then 
presided over by Gen. Bimon Sam and 
Gen. Ulysses Heureaux) signed a conven- 
ion by which it was agreed to appoint a 
mixed Haytien-Dominican commission with 
full powers to define and settle the bound- 
aries between the two republics, such 
boundaries to be based on the respective 
positions in 1874. 


Boundary Commission 
Made No Settiement. 

This commission met at Anses-a-Pitres in 
January, 1899. In spite of explicit terms of 
the Sam-Heureaux convention, which stip- 
ulated that the Uti-Possidetis of 1874 should 
be taken as the base for the delimitation, 
the Dominican commissioners openly de- 


clared that they would only abide by the 
provisions of this clause so long as it would 
pe favorable to their interests. In order to 
explain thi@ stand on the part of the Do- 
minican representatives, it might be stated 
that, immediateiy after the signing of the 
convention, the Dominican government has 
caused to be occupied several points along 
the disputed frontier, which occupation the 
Haytiens regarded as an encroachment on 
their territory at points from which Hay- 
tien troops had been withdrawn in order to 
facilitate an amicable settlement of the dis- 
pute. In the end this mixed commission 
separated without having in any way im- 
proved the situation. 

The incident that has eee | occurred at 
Phitobert, on the northern frontier, and 
which greatly endangered the friendly re- 
lations of the sister republics, im considered 
by the Haytiens to be premeditated provo- 
cation on the part of the Dominicans. The 
Haytien posts established in that district to 
put down smuggling and brigandage from 
over the border have had to defend them- 
selves against repeated attacks. By mutual 
consent the river Massacre, which divided 
the Dominican province of Dakabon (or 
Laxavon) from Haytien territory, has for 
a long time been provisionally accepted by 
both governments as the natural boundary 
of the two states. All the country on the 
right bank of the river was acknowledged 
to belong to Santo Domingo, whilst the 
country on the left bank was regarded by 
both governments as Haytlien territory. 

And hereby hangs a funny and interesting 
tale. The Dominicans a year or two ago 
conceived a brilliant ddea. Knowing that 
nature sometimes mak€s rivers in the trip- 
ics change their courses, it occurred to some 
people residing on the right bank of the 
stream that they might add considerably to 
Domiuican territory if they could manage 
to effect a deviation in the bed of the Mas- 
sacre. Huge boulders and trunks of trees 
were repeatedly rolled into the river, and, 
this Haytien says, with the knowledge and 
connivanee of the Dominican government. 
But up to the. date of the commmencement 
of the present troubles all such attempts to 
improve upon nature proved unavailing, for 
the Elaytiens on the left bank discovered 
the little scheme and time after time re- 
moved the obstacles in the river before 
damage was done. 


River Was Turned 
From Its Channel. 
However, within a couple of weeks a re- 
markable thing happened. The Haytien 
soldiers at Thitobert, situated on Haytien 
territory, on the left bank of the Massacre, 
retired to rest one night. When they awoke 
next morning they looked in vain for the 
river.

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Western Capitalist Buy 51, 
000 Acres. 


TO PUT UP SUGAR REFINERY 


COMPANY HAS OPTIONS ON 117,- 
000 ACRES MORE. 


Will Be Largely Devoted to Cane and 
Cattle Raising, the Land Being 
Better Than High Priced 
Western Land. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 13.—The Southern 
Cattie and Improvement Co., composed of 
a@ number of western capitalists, has pur- 
chased 51,000 acres of land in Clinch Coun- 


TA near Dupont, one of the richest sec- 
tions of southern Georgia. 

This company, according to the secre- 
tary and attorney, George J. Munroe vf 
Joliet, Ill., has options on 117,000 acres more 
in the same section and will probatny 
very soon make large additional purchases 

The ene indlustrien to which this 
company will devote its attention are cane 
and cattle. The work to this end has al- 
ready begun and by July 1, it is stated, the 
first sugar refinery in Georgia will be com- 
pleted and ready for operation, either 4 
Homerville or at Dupont, both of which 
places are in Clinch County. 

The company, Mr. Munroe says, has ai- 
ready planted 100 acres in sugar cane, and 
will use this and whatever cane can oe 
procured from other planters in that sec- 
tion in operating the refinery the firs: 
year. The plant will be a small one xt 
the start, but its capacity will be increased 
as Sugar growing is developed in that 
bection. 

Benjamin F. Nysewander of Indianapolis, 
Ind., president of the company, and George 
J. Munroe, secretary and attorney, called 
at the agricultural department yesterday 
morning to secure certain information re- 
lating to the land in that section of the 
State, and they explained the details of 
their plans to Assistant Commissioner 
Wright. They secured the land, they sald. 
at $1 to $2 an acre, such land as would cost 
in Illinois .and other sections of the West 
from $50 to $100 an acre. 

The plan of the company Its to get all of 
the value out of: the land that there is in 
it. In the first place, much of it is timber 
land, and they will deal with that feature 
first. It is their intention to cut off all the 
timber, utilizing every bit of it, making fire- 
wood out of that which usually goes to 
waste. Then they intend to. put a stump 
machine to work and clear the land thor- 
oughly. It will be put in the best possible 
agricultural condition, and cane planting on 
a large scale will then begin. 

While the company will not confine itself 
exclusively to cane, that will be the chief 
agricultural product handled, and as the 
output increases the sugar refinery will be 
enlarged. Long staple cotton will be anoth- 
er important product handled, and in addi- 
tion to that the necessary stock feed. to 
carry on that branch of industry. 

The best class of breeding cattle for 

will be secured and the cattle 
ranch will probably be well under way by 


all. 

“That is a great country down there,” 
said Mr. Munroe, in speaking of the com- 
pany’s purchase, “and all it needs is de- 
velopment. We can get the same results 
out of it that we get out of land in the 
West that costs twenty to thirty times as 
much, and, in some respects, especially as 
to climate, the Georgia land is superior.’’ 

The company expects to secure the 
other 117, acres and ultimately develop it 
into one of the biggest cane farms and cat- 
tle ranches in the South. 

The officials of the agricultural depart- 
ment feel particularly jubilant over the 
coming to the state ef'this company with 
all that it proposes to do. The depart- 
ment has been preaching cane cultivation 


for years and is glad to see that its work 
is having a telling effect. The cane lands 
of South Georgia are considered equal in| 
every respect to those of Louisiana, and 
it is believed that section will ultimately 
be one of the greatest sugar producing sec- 
tions of the country.

Mrs. Ratcliffe is charged with voting wili- 
fully, knowingly and unlawfully in the 


wron gprecinct. She lives in precinct 4 of 
the Ninth ward, but insisted in casting 
her ballot in precinct 7 of the Fifth ward. 
Mra Ratcliffe is a new woman and got oul 
and hustled in politics for the Democratic 
party during the last campaign. She lives 
at 2453 Champa street in a large two-story 
residence, and moves in most respectable 
circles. Her husband is a printer by trade, 
but is usually away from home; just now 
he ig in Chicago. She has two children, 
one being with her in Denver and the other 
at the home of a relative in Pittsburg. 

Mrs. Ratcliffe is quite good looking. 
She is petite in form, only 36 years old, and 
has an abundance of dark hair. She wears 
eyegiasses, always dresses well and has 
been considered a valuable worker by the 
Democratic machine. 

Mrs. Ratcliffe was not at home this morn- 
ing. The woman who answered the door 
said she had gone downtown to get a rail- 
road pass from some of the politicians to 
bring her other child to Denver. She said 
Mrs. RatcHffe had lived there two years, 
but on election day worked in another pre- 
cinct.

DES MOINES, Io., April 13.—Mrs. Mar- 
garet Hossack, aged 6 years, must spena 
the rest of her life-time in the state peli 
tentiary for killing her husband, wiin 
whom she had lived in peace and more or 
happiness for 40 years. This is the 
verdict of thexpiury, brought in at Indian- 
ola, Thursday. which ends the most sensi- 


tionable and notable murder trial Iowa has 
had for more than a decade. 

The aged woman is sent to the peniten- 
tiary on purely circumstantial evidence, 
being convicted of murder in the first de- 
gree, although no one saw her strike tne 
blows that killed her husband. The prose- 
cution endeavored to secure a verdict re- 
quiring hanging (no murderer has paid the 
death penalty in Iowa since 1890), but the 
jury placed the punishment at imprison- 
ment for life. 

For half a century John Hossack lived 
a prominent and a respected man in War- 
ren County, only 18 miles from the state’s 
capital. During that time he amassed 4a 
fortune in Iowa real estate, and was hon- 
ored by various political offices. Last year 
he was the Republican candidate for coun- 
ty treasurer, and was defeated by only 
a small vote. He was rich and respected 
and had no enemy that was known. 

On the night of Dec. 1, last year, Jonn

BY CITY BOARD 


Assessed Valuation $6,207,- 
166 More Than Last Year. 


THE TOTAL IS $364,468,796 


LIGHTING ASSESSMENTS WERE 
GREATLY INCREASED. 


Several Large Estates Were Rea;3- 
sessed, Notably the Liggett Estate, 
Raised From $660}280 

to $800,000. 


An increase of $6,207,166 in the total as- 
sessed valuation of St. Louis property dur- 
ing the past year is shown by the report 
of the City Board of Equalization, which 
completed its labors in the office of As- 
Sessor A. H. Frederick at the City Hall 
yesterday afternoon. 

But for the gift of the Cupples block to 
Washington University, by which the prop- 
erty became exempt from taxation, the 
increase in the total valuation would have 
been nearly $10.000.000. 

The total property valuation of St. Louis 
after the changes made by the board of 
equalization. and exclusive of the steam 

nd street railway valuations, which are 

xed by the State Board of Equalization, 
is $364.468.796. / 

The corresponding figures for last year 
were $358,261, 630. 

An increase of $1,439,804 was made by the 
board over the valuations submitted to it 
by property owners and corporations. The 
total increase on corporations was $933,986, 
and on real estate and personal property 
$616, 248. 

The reductions made on real estate and 
personal pre erty amounted to $110,430. 

The Bell elephone Company was the 
only one of a number of large franchise- 
holding corporations which escaped an in- 
crease. Its valuation as submitted, $751,656, 
was allowed to stand. The Kinloch Tele- 
phone Company, which submitted a valua- 
tion of $355,434, was raised to $443,680. 


Heavy Increases f 
for Lighting Companies. 

Heavy increases were made in the assess- 
ments of lighting companies. These com- 
panies pay their taxes in part through the 
License Commisstioner’s office, but the 
board found valuable assets which are not 
taxed in this manner, 2nd added the value 
of these to the assessments of the com- 
panies. 

The Missouri-Edison reported $1000 
was raised to $425,000. 

The Imperial reported that its taxable as- 
sets were worth nothing. The board's 
judgment differs from that of the company 
just by $90,000. 

The Laclede Gaslight Co. was increased 
from $607,000 to $900,000, and the Carondelet 
Gaslight Co. from $40,000 to $50,000. 

The increase on smaller business concerns 
amounted to $28,740. 

Among estates the largest Increases were 
the following: Estate of James Meagher, 
from $210,200 to $302.480: estate of L. M. 
Rumsey, from $103.770 to $326.417; estate of 
John E. Liggett, from $660,289 to $800,000;

New York Pastors Aghast at 
Conditions Found. 


YOUNG WOMEN BOAST OF IT 


OPEN GAMBLING PERMITTED BY 
LEADERS IN SOCIETY. 


Many of.the Offerings to the Church 
on Easter Sunday Were Taken 
From the Winnings in 
Drawing Rooms. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 13.—Too much gam- 
bling in society and too few children are 
the twin evils that are attracting the at- 
tention of the pastors of fashionable New 
York congregations. A special meeting of 
pastors was held in a Fifth avenue church, 
and when they began to talk over their 
troubles in confidence they found that all 
had the same stories to tell. 

Many instances were told, showing how 
young men had lost much larger sums than 
they could afford, and had often been com- 
pelled to borrow small sums for railroad 
and street car fares. This was true a few 
nights ago when two Philadelphia men had 
to borrow money to get home. Some of 
the aristocratic Fifth avenue churches are 
responsible for this gambling among so- 


ciety women. 

“They are responsible because they make 
no effort to check the vice. They encour- 
age it by their silence,’’ said one speaker. 
‘T heard the other day of a young girl at 
a country house who won $50 on cards on 
Sunday, when she should have been at 
church. ‘I won the money for this jewelry 
from a young man,’ she said. ‘We hada 
game of cards, and I! tell you I fairly 
fleeced him.’ ”’ 

One clergyman told how his wife had re- 


ceived during holy week a note from a lady 


in the congregation, asking her not to fail 
to be ata certain prominent Fi‘th avenue 
social resort, for the game would begin 
promptly at an hour indicated next day. 

The writer was one of the most active 
women in the congregation and gave liber-

PORTAGEVILLE, Mo., April 13.—Prose- 
cuting Attorney Murray Phillips, Jr., 
New Madrid County, has decided to proceed 
against Dr. Harry H. O’Kelley, A. T. 
Smock and John, alias ‘“‘Shorty,’’ Adams 
upon a charge of attempting to defraud the 
Modern Woodmen of America out of $3000 
by a false burial in the case of Thomas 
Reid, and the new warrants against them 
contain an averment to that effect. 

All the defendants have been arrested un- 
der these warrants and have been released 
under bonds of $800 each until April 22, when 
they will be given a preliminary hearing 
before Justice Cook in New Madrid. Their 
surety is Edward de Lisle, the largest 
property owner in Portageville, who is re- 
puted to be worth $500,009. 

When Prosecuting Attorney Phillips first 
decided to proceed in the case he believed 
that the evidence justified.only a charge 
of conspiracy to defraud. He now says he 
has evidence that the actual attempt was 
made. The difference between the charges 
is that the former is a misdemeanor and the 
latter a felony, the penalty for which is a 
term in the penitentiary. 

Prosecutor Phillips says he ordered the 
arrest of “Shortv’’ Adams in order to hold 
him for his testimony. 

‘T really have no hope of connecting him 
with the attempted fraud,” said Mr. Phil- 
lips to the Post-Dispatch, “but I want his 
evidence. I took this step to prevent him 
from being taken out of the country by 
friends of the persons whom his evidence 
can injure.”

In 1887, in St. Louis, Charles Ziefle was 
initiated into a lodge by proxy and soon 
died of consumption. The money was col- 
lected and the schemers escaped. 

In 1892 Dr. George W. Fraker, with $56,- 
000 insurance, was supposed to fall into a 
river. Some of the companies still refuse 
payment. Fraker lived at Excelsior Springs, 
Mo. 

The case of William Wackerle of Quincy, 
Ill., was compromised after years of fight- 
ing by his wife. The insurance companies 
produced a man who claimed to be Wack- 
erle, who, the wife said, wes killed by a 
train in Louisiana. 

In 1898 William B. Gregg of Minneapolis, 
insured for $9000, disappeared. He was 
found in New York and sent to prison. 

In Angust, 1891, William Musgrave of 
Terre Haute bought a skeleton in St. Louls 
and palmed it off, after burning his cabin, 
for bis own. The plot was discovered and 
Musgrave improsined. He was insured for 
25.000, 

In 1892 Ferdinand Thrun also burned his 
home and attempted to pass off a skeleton 
as his own charred bones, at Romeo, Wis.

Mary Smith ‘Has Been at 
Bellevue Since 1861. 


WOMAN IS A-° PARALYTIC 


IT WAS CAUSED BY AN ATTACK 
: OF TYPHOID FEVER. 


She Has an Excellent Appetite. a Won- 
derful Memory and May Live 
for Many Years. 


NEW YORK, April 10.—On a cot in the 
Hospital for Incurables on Blackwell's 
Island tranquilly Hes a woman who has 
been confinedto her bed for 40 years. Mary 
Smith is 69 years old and is suffering from 
paralysis of the limbs and a mild attack 
of paraphasia—or what would be termed 
outside the medical profession a failing of 
the vocal cords. She was born in County 
Cavan, Ireland, and came to this country 
when very young. In 1859—she was then 20 
years of age—she was taken ill with typhus 
fever. She recovered, but seemed te have 
lost all her former vitality. Her speéch 
was slow and labored, and it was with great 
difficulty she could draw her breath. She 
seemed to have lost control of her vocal 
cords, 

Her condition became such that it was 
deemed best to send her to a hospital 
where she could receive proper care. Ac- 
cordingly, on March 4, 1861, she was taken 
to Bellevue Hospital, and admitted as a 
patient. She remained there until July 5, 


1862, when she was transferred to the 
Charity’ ‘Hospital on Blackwell’s Island. 
During her stay at Bellevue she fell out of 
the ped one afternoon, sustaining a severe 
fracture of her left arm. When she was 
admitted to HKellevue she was able to move 
her limbs, but with some difficulty. 

‘When she had been at the Charity Hos- 
pital.for several days and after many con- 
sultations of the physicians it was decided 
to inject strychnine inte her body. 

S treatment had been going on but a 
short while when :!t was noticed that her 
knees grew stiff and her toes pointed up- 
ward, rough the influence of a Dr. Ham- 
Hien, who was then connected with the 
Charity Hospital, she was kept at the hos- 
pital for 14 years. During that time an op- 
eration was performed and a piece of bone 
removed from ‘her spine. 

She was then transferred back to Beile- 
vue for several years, and about eight years 
ago removed to the Incurable ospital, 
where she: now is. The nurse in charge 
there says the woman’s appetite is as good, 
if not better, than any patient she has— 
there are 56 in’ the hospital. She eats two 
or three boiled eggs a day and several 
large slices of buttéred bread and drinks 
coffee. All this food is fed to her by an at- 
tendant. The bread is broken pp in small 
pieces and the egg avon her on a teaspoon, 

“She never cemplains,” said the nurse. 
“Once in. a while when we have visitors 
L go over to her cot and shout—she is 
rather deaf—that there are some friends to 
see her. She simply turns her head to one 
side and complacently remarks, ‘They're 
welcome.’ Sometimes she calls for me and 
begins to relate to me some things she ex- 
perienced In her childhood. She has a won- 
derful memory, and often she recalls to 
me facts that I had forgotten. Her health 
is of the best. And one singular fact is 
that she is never troubled with bed sores. 
The physicians say that she may live for 


many years. 

“She has told me in the strictest confi- 
dence that ehe was never married, al- 
though she had several opportunities be- 
fore her affliction. So far as I have been 
able to learn she has no relatives living in 
this country. She is unable to move any 
of her limbs except the right hand, with 
which she takes a great delight in catching 
hold of the iron bedpost. She will some- 
times hold her hand there for an entire 
day. Her case is considered by the phvysi- 
clans a very rare ené as well as very puz- 
zling.”’

PATERSON, N. J., April 13.—Two broth- 
ers fought a duel to the death here to- 
day.

Tle Paginsllo brothers lived in White's 
alley, a wportion of the city where the 
hations have congregated.

Each had a faction and each had 
much influence among his countrymen in 
Paterson. 

The trouble between the brothers is said 
to have originated when their parents died 
in Italy and left some pro ‘ to be divid- 
ed between them. Peter "used Sabatta 
of treatir him unfeiriy, and Sabbatta 
thaught Peter had taken more than was 
his portion. All efforts ef friends to patch 
up peace between the brethers falied. Their 
troubles developed into one of the feuds of 
the Italian colony ef Paterson, and their 
friends had to cheose on which side to en- 
list. 

Peter was in his home entertaining friends 
ata card party today when Sabbatta ey 
to enter the door. e was erdered off an 
departed vowing vengeance, Shortly after- 
ward Babbatta returned, and, amassing a 
window, crawled threugh and rushed at 
pistol in hand. The guests 
fled and the two brothers were left alone to

CHICAGO, April 13.—Hundreds of guests 
were turned away from the West Side Tur- 
ner Hall, 779 West Chicago avenue, last 
night.

As the guests to the feast and ball ar- 
rived at the hall a relative of the bride 
stood in the hallway to tell them of the 
groom’s failure to appear and its effect on 
the expectant bride, who had to be sent 
away from the city to the home of rela- 
tives in the country for fear that if she 
remained in Chicago during the excitement 
she would not survive. 

Nicholas Horn, the groom, dropped off 
the earth seemingly two days before the 
one that was to have been his fetanno rs 
day.

Wednesday morning he called at the home 
of Miss Peters. He retold her the old, 
old story of his love, and together they dis- 
cussed plans for the approaching festivities, 
an event that German society of the north- 
west side was looking forward to with 
great expectations. e left the house 
about li o’clock, promising to be at the 
home of the bride's sister, Mrs. Theodore 
Jaschke, 529 West Chicago avenue, at 
o’clock.

St. John’s Lutheran Church was decorat- 
ed for the wedding as it has not been for 
any cther event in years. From the pulpit 
of the church when the pews were filled 
with listeners the approaching marriage 
of Mr. Horn and Miss Peters was an- 
nounced. Friday night Rev. Henry Succop, 
pastcr of the church, was preparing to go 
to the church to perform the long awaited 
ceremony when a representative from the 
aeeee family called to inform him of the 
ews. 

Friday morning the panpicions of the 
bride’s family were aroused. Though she 
worried over his long absence and silence, 
Miss Peters refused to believe that any- 
thing so-disastrous could happen in their 
long courtship, but in the afternoon she 
broke down and her condition grew worse 
until nervous prostration forced her to her 
bed about the time she should have been 
marching down the aisle of the big church 
on the arm of her intended husband.

The-crusade against street and sidewalk obstruction sug- 
gested by the Post-Dispatch is already started. 

Street Commissioner Varrelmann, after his first conference 
with Mayor Wells, began work immediately, to follow up an 
effort made two months ago to mitigate the nuisance. 

Overhanging signs, raised platforms, projecting windows and 
other obstructions are unsightly, inconvenient and dangerous. 

The nuisance depends for the most part upon permits grant- 
ed by the mayor. Only in a few instances is there warrant 


of ordinance. 


As the term of these permits expires they should not be 
renewed, and there is reason to believe they will not be. Ob- 
structions authorized by ordinance cannot, perhaps, be re-_ 
moved so summarily, but at least no more need be permitted. 
The interposition of the mayor’s veto will effectually prevent 
such unwise and injurious grants of privileges.

To the Mditor of the Past-Dispatch. 
The citizens of Boston are transforming 
the large New England Conservatory of 
Music building into a hotel for working 


girls, where “every young woman will be 
left to conduct herself as she would in the 
pure, wholesome atmosphere of her own 
home.”’ 

Why can’t St. Louis have such a hotel? 
The need has leng been felt, there being no 
place of this nature, the working girls’ 
only home being that of a boarding house, 
a- cheerless, stuffy little hall room, paying 
a price for poor accommodations that 
should entitle her to much better. Or, in 
places where she is dictated to as a 
naughty child, or an object of charity, gas 
turned off at 10, must take care of her own 
room, no privacy whatever, if she desires 
to go to the theater, lecture, or a friend's 
house for the evening she must ask permis- 
sion and be back by 10 o'clock or else locked 
out for the night. 

St. Louis necds just such a home as is 
being established in Boston. If once estab- 
lished it would be self-supporting. Any 
young woman resents the thought of being 
a subject of charity or of being under dis- 
cipline or restraint. The house shou'd not 
be charitable; it should not be disciplinary. 
Entire confidence should be placed in self- 
supporting women of character. 

Restrictions usual in homes conducted by 
women’s organizationsyprevent them from 
supplying the need. The conduct of the 
girls should be left to their own good com- 
mon sense, as it would be at their home. 

The young women themselves should vote 
on all questions pertaining to the govern- 
ment of the house. A living republic to the 
working women of St. Louis is just what 
is needed. I hove some public-snpirited citi- 
zens will interest themselves along this line 
and supply the need.

During the last meeting of the Education 
Section, Miss Gilfillan read a very interest- 
ing paper on “The Daemon of Socrates."’ 
“his was written.in the form of a dialogue 
between Socrates and one who seemed to 
represent the scientific mind of today. The 
essayist spoke of the difficulty of dis- 
tinguishing between the real Socrates and 
Plato's representation of him. The Athen- 
ians, generally, seem to Have considered 
Socrates’ Daemon as a new god. Socrates 
himself appears to have regarded it as “‘a 
voice,”” perhaps a divine voice, which he 
did not doubt, although he is said to have 
denied the possibility of divine apparitions 
By some the Daemons were spoken of as 
guardian angels. The essayist quoted Plu- 
tarch to the effect that the gods show par- 
tiality, and that those souls that are not to 
be put into other bodies become guardian 
Daemons and preside over other souls, who, 
having gone through a thousand genera- 
tions, are really striving to ascend. Fomat- 
itus said, “that the uncorrupted part is 
called the mind. It is without and is the 
daemon.’’ The Daemon was compared to 
the conscience. This led to a discussion as 
to the meaning of conscience. lt was 
said that conscience is variable, is the 
creature of environment, time etc. Socrates 
thought it to be identical with his ‘‘justice,’’ 
which was concerned with the inward man, 
the true self. Conscience was further 
spoken of as an inherited mass of experi- 
ence, but Socrates thought it the soul's 
own experience, acquired in earlier states 
of existence. Conscience oftener deters than 
incites.

Dr. Moore 
is not only a close student, but is at the same time 
a very hard worker, for outside of having patients 
coming from all over the country he also has 
hundreds of physicians throughout the West who 
rely upon his digg “nem in important and severe 
cases. While Dr. Moore has been honored by the 
appointment to this responsible position, yet the

TIVE WEEK IN REALTY CIRCLES. 


MANY SALES AND LEASES MADE 


Washington Avenue, Olive Street and 
Pine Street the Favorites—Agents’

Another active week in real estate has 
closed and the outlook grows brighter.

Shaw's Garden by establishing sections 
for the cultivation of American and Eu- 

ropean trees and plants, a carload of moun- 
tain laure) and rhododendron maximum for 
the American section is now tn transit from 
Boston. 

Heretofore the mountain laurel and the 
rhododendron have not been satisfactorily 
grown here. Now the management purposes 
to experiment with them upon ‘a larger 
soale. Owing to the careful method by 
which these specimens have been dug and 
packed, it is hoped that this shipment, 
when transplanted, will prove more hardy 
than the specimens set out heretofore. Di- 
rector Trelease is confident that they will 
greatly beautify the enlarged garden for 
three or four seasons, if not p« rmanently. 

The reason these beautiful flowering 
shrubs havé not thriven well here is due 
more to the soil than to the climate. An ex: 
cess of lime in the soil is fatal toe these 
piants. The soil should be fibrous and 
loamy. The beds, therefore, will be mulched 
with leaf mould 

As the evergreen nature of these plants 
tends to overcome the dreary winter ef- 
fect of the garden, the management hopes 
to grow them in abundance. Their flowering 
qualities are more attractive than those of 
the evergreens now flourishing in Shaw's 
Garden. 

This shipment wil] be planted in a natural 
embankment or hedge along the old drive- 
way leading out on the Old Manchester 
road, which was used by Mr. Shaw as a 
main driveway, and which forms ths ex- 
treme boundary of the present arboretum. 

é If this planting proves successful! the hedge 
nltimately will be extended from the direc- 
tor’s residence to the old gateway, the arch 
of which bears the inscription, ‘Henry 
Shaw, Tower Grove.”

Mountain laurel has few useful proper- 
ties. The leaves are usually believed to be 
poisonous to animals. Cases of men pol- 
soned by eating the flesh of birds which 
have fed upon its leaves an 
ported. The poisonous prope 
tain laurel, however, are probably much ex- 
aggerated by popular fancy and need sci- 
entific demonstration. It is slightly astrin- 
gent and sedative, and is occasionally used 
in medicine. Where it can be successfully 
grown no other shrubs surpass this in value 


The leaves are alternate, or sometimes in 
pairs or threes, condulplicate in vernation, 
each leaf in the bud being inclosed by the 
one immediately below it, oblong or ellipti- 
cal, lanceolate, acute or rounded, and tipped 
at the apex with callous points. When the 
leaves unfold they are slightly tinged with 
pink and are covered wita glandular white 
hairs. At maturity they are thick and rigid, 
dark and rather dull green above, 
and yellow-green beneath, three to 
long, with broad yellow midribs 
rounded on both sides. They begin to fall 
during their second summer,

Ev y, however little acquainted 
with botany or horticulture, has read at 
Jeast of the hawthorn, celebrated by every 
generation of English poets, and the typi- 
cal tree, one may?almost call it, of the 
typical English garden. It charms in May 
with ita beautiful white flowers, and makes 
the autumn gay with its brilliant fruits. 
The genus to which it belongs is called by 
botanists crataegus, the classical Latin 
name of the hawthorn, and is widely scat- 
tered over the countries of the northern 
temperate zone. The best known species 
is the English hawthorn, of course, which 
has been a favorite inhabitant of gardens 
for many centuries, and is described and 
pratsed in all books about gardening. Some 
of the American hawthorns, too, attracted 
the attention of the first Europeans who 
reached this country, and hawthorns were 
among the first North American plants 
sent back to Europe. 

When the fourth volume of Prof. Sar- 
gent’s “Silva of North America’ was pub- 
lished in 188], it recognized 14 North Ameri- 
can species. With one or two exceptions, 
thev had all been known to botanists for 
nearly a century. These 14 species were 
known to grow naturally in the forests, 
but In European gardens cultivated plants 
of other species which had been raised in 
Europe from seeds sent from America had 
been studied and described by European 
botanists. Little attention, however, had 
been paid to these European garden plants 
by American botanists; and since several 
of them had not béen found among the 
hawthorns growing naturally in America 
there was a genera! belief in this country 
that they were merely hybrids or seminal 
varieties which were not to be considered 
as a genuine part of the North American 
flora. The American botanists had certain 
preconceived ideas based on the descrip- 
tions of earlier botanists, and when they 
found plants which would not fit any of 
these des&iptions, they were inclined to 
pass them ‘by as mere variations, not sep- 
arate species.

The results which have already been ob- 
tained are astonishing. In 1891, has al- 
ready been said, 14 species were supposed 
to represent fully the genus as it exists in 
America.

Mountain laurel is distributed from New 
Brunswick to the northern shores of Lake 
Erie, and southward generally into the 
neighborhood of the Appalachian moun- 
tains, to western Fiorida and through the 
gulf states to western Louisiana and the 
valley of the Red river in Arkansas, At the 
morth it often grows in low, moist ground 
near the margins of swamps, or on dry 
siopes under the shade of deciduous leaved 
forests. On the southern mountains it forms 
great impenctrable thickets, selecting its 
home on the rich, rocky hillsides. It is usu- 
ally a shrub and assumes the habit and at- 
tains the size of a tree only in a few se- 
cluded, fertile valleys. tr ee 

The wood is-heavy and hard, although 
rather brittle. When it is covered with its 
clusters of delicately marked white or pink 
flowers, the mountain laurel is one of the 
mrost beautiful plants of the North Amer'!i- 
can flora. Few shrubs are more desirable 
inhabitants of the garden, which it orna- 
ments at all seasons of the year.

Pineville, 6. O., has the distinction of be- 
ing the home of the first A rerican tea 
plantation. This novel institution was es- 
tablished by the secretary of agriculture. 
Bo successful has the experiment proved 
that many who have studied the subject 
now express thé opinion that in a few years 
Uncle Bam may be producing all the tea 
léaves that his subjects need and still have 
some to export. 


Tea has long been a favorite American 
‘beverage. It has its devotees today in al- 
moet evéry American family. There have 
been 6 o'clock teas and teas at other hours 
for the past century and ere the century 
began tea was made famous as an Amer- 
fean beverage by the historic party in Bos. 
ton harbor that brought on the revolution. 

But up to the present time. the lack of 
the home-grown article has made it as nec- 
essary for America to import its tea as it 
‘was in the days of the Boston harbor ep!- 
sode 

The result has been that the American 
people have poured millions of dollars an- 
mually into the coffers of tea growers in 
China, Ceylon and Japan and incidentally 
enriched @ number of middlemen, agents 
an@ vessel owners who had something to 
@o with getting the tea leaves across the 
Pacifio. 

For a long time it was thought that there 
@oula be no competition with the Orient in 
the matter of tea growing, owing to the 
more appropriae climatic conditions that 
obtain there and the exceptional cheapness 
of coolle labor. 


But those interested in attempting tea 
@uiture in the United States, after a careful 
study of the subjest, became convinced that 
mot only was tea culture in the United 
States practicable, but that it might be 
made profitable as weil. 

They secured the ear of the secretary of 
egriculture and after listening to the mer- 
ites of the plan decided to establish an ex- 
perimental tea @ station. — 


cludes some 700 acres. The country is ad- 
mirably adapted to the purpose, being roll- 
ing and studded with woodlands. 

It was not all used for the experiments. 
At first only about fifty acres were trans- 
formed into tea lands. Later, however, the 
gardens were extended, though they still do 
not cover nearly all the preserve. 

Agents of the agricultural department of 
the government which had seoured the tiny 
seeds from the Orient dropped them in 
earthy beds, especially prepared for their 
reception. All possible care was bestowed 
on the little immigrants. Even small! shades 
were provided to screen them from the 
sun’s burning rays. The earth wherein the 
alien seeds had been buried was carefully 
nurtured, 


The government tea planters anxiously 
watched and waited. There was at first lit- 
tlé encouragement. The tiny strangers did 
not seem to take kindly to their new births. 
They had &, 5crently concluded not to burst 
forth into green bushes and their watch- 
ers grew discouraged. They were almost 
impelled to abandon the enterprise. 

Suddenly there was a change. Fate smiled 
and thousands of incipient bushes bobbed 
up from the earth. Then the watchers took 
heart and spared no effort to develop the 
new plants. As a result the tea gardens are 
now in “full bloom”’ and are yielding most 
encouraging products. 

Once it was demonstrated that Chinese, 
Japanese and Ceylonese tea could be pro- 
duced in the United States, the department 
of agriculture decided to extend its field 
of operations. It is now planning to distrib- 
ute tea plants free to all southern colleges 
that will ald In the propagation of the 
American tea garden by establishing them 
on their lands. Special scientific agents are 
now touring the country and after they 
make a thorough examination of the gulf 
states for their tea-growing possibilities, 
experiments will be conducted in North 
Carolina, Tennesseé, Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
Indian Territory, Missouri and other states. 

Two things the agricultural department 
has decided in this connection. One is that 
it is useless to attempt to raise tea plants 
where the minimum temperature during the 
year is lower than 16 degrees. The other is 
that an inch of rainfall each week is abso- 
lutely essential. 

In deciding to establish these tea gardens 
the department has taken into consideration 
the practical, financial side of the question. 

It has been found that the yield of the 
tea gardens {ncreaseg one-eighth each year. 


Tt hae also been found that the quality of 
the tea leaves produced is of a vastly su- 
pertor quality to the black tea that comes 
over the ocean. It sells for $1 a pound, three 
or four times as much as the Chinese or 
Japanese importations. On the black tea 
that the government has raised and sold it 
has realized a very handsome profit on its 
South Carolina investment. 


But the large majority of American tea 
drinkers are not prepared to pay $1 a pound 
for tea, even if it is home grown. The of- 
ficial tea growers know this. They say, 
though, that the inaugural prices for home- 
grown tea are vastly in excess of what the 
prices will be. They aver that under favor- 
able circumstances 400 pounds of tea can 
be counted on as the yield of each acre in 
the plantation and that it cah be grown 
and put on the market for 15 cents per 
pound. Thus, if shop kespers sell this su- 
perior grade of tea for the same price that 
they now retail the inferior imported teas 
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is about oné ounce, while i India or Cey- 
lon it is from eight to ten ounces. 

Even a more difficult problem than the 
selection of the proper species of tea plant 
is the securing of sufficiently cheap labor 
to enable the American tea grower to com- 
pete with the Oriental opposition, espeécial- 
ly the Chinese. Mongolian labor is ridicu- 
lously cheap. While American machinery 
can be utilized to a great extent in prepar- 
ing tea for the market, still the leaves 
must be picked by hand. With all the econ- 
omy that can be exercised, it costs about 
eight times as much to harvest a pound of 
tea in South Carolina as it does in Hong 
Kong. 

That the proportion is not much greater 
fs due to a happy idea which the initial tea 
planters of this country struck upon, This 
was to utilize thé pickaninnies. To attract 
them to the work of picking tea leaves, &

The question of producing American tea 
does not consist solely in securing a suit- 
able site for a tea garden. An important 
thing to be decided is what species of for- 
eign tea plant will give the best results in 
American soil. Chinese, Japanese, Ceylonese 
and East Indian teas all produce different 
quantities, even when the seeds are planted 
in the same soll. This is especially notice- 
able in the South Carolina government tea 
garden, where seeds of all kinds have been 
planted. In Japan the product of a tea bush 


school during the greater portion of the day 
and were sent Into the tea fields before and 
after their “class hours. The plan has 
worked charmingly and the negroes are 
pleased to have their children pick tea 
leaves for the government, as they are edu- 
cated as well as paid. Their pay is regu- 
lated according to the amount of work they 
do. The majority of the pickers earn 20 or 
80 cents a day. Some make as high as 60

their selection of leaves. An expert pick- 
aninny can gather from 10 to 20 pounds of 
leaf a day. The officials of the departments 
of agriculture see in the tea-growing indus- 
try great possibiilties for the improvement 
of the condition of the colored children of 
the South. 

The method of procedure after the tea 
leaves have been picked is as follows: The 
crisp leaves are gathered into Swiss trout 
baskets. Each basketful is examined care- 


fully,. weighed, and its contents spread in 


A clean, cool place. Then the tiny oll cells 


are broken by «@ special process and the 
leaves are once more dried theroughly. 
The product is the green tea of commerce, 
To produce black tea, two additional stages 
of evolution are introduced—the withering, 
or preparation of the leaf for rolling, and 
oxidation, which involves certain ¢hemical 
changes. So rapidly has the tea industry 
developed at Pinehurst that the rolling and 
oxidation are now done there by machinery, 
In the curing of the leaf the American 
growers are exercising especial] care. No

HERB is one railroad in the Philip- 

EY pines, and one only. This single line 

runs from Manila to Dagupan, a dis- 

tance of 122 miles. The property is owned 

by an English company. established shortly 

before the commencement of the operation 
of the road in 1892. 

For some years previously the Spanish 
government had attempted the establish- 
ment of a line in Lugon, but without suoc- 
cess. In 1885 a publication appeared in the 
Madrid Gazette stating that the construc- 
tion of a railway from Manila to Dagupan 
being of urgent necessity, and the two auc. 
tions in Madrid and Manila having given no 
results, in spite of the assistance of $472 
por kilometer offered by the government as 
a subvention to facilitate its realization, 
and in spite of the great receipts which it 
promised to the capital spent In it, the gov. 
ernment proposed as a substitute for the 
kilometric subvention a guarantee of 8 per 
cent on the cost of the line, any excess of 
profits over 8 per cent to be equally divided 
vpetween the company and the government 

This communication was signed by Man- 
uel Aguirre Tejada, minister of the ocolo- 
nies. Another auction was had at which the 
concession was bid in by the Manila Rati- 
way Co., Limited, represented by its gen- 
eral manager in Manile, Mr. Horace Hig- 
gins. 

By the terms of the concession the rall- 
road and rolling stock becomes the prop- 
erty of the government in 99 years. Bo the 
United States, should it succeed to the 
rights of Spain, owns the right of reversion 
to the property, to which the government 
would fall heir in 92 years. The road would 
doubtless prove a source of revenue, as its 
income is likely to exceed 8 per cent of the 
amount invested. 

Whether or not the partnership between 
the American government and the company 
will continue is a matter of serious doubt. 
At present there is dissension between the 
government and the railroad company, and 
has been nearly ever since the outbreak of 
the leurgents on Feb. 4, 189. About that 
time the United States authorities took pos- 
session of the railroad, or as much as was 
at that time available, being one of the 2 
stationa With the exception of Manila ail 
the rest of the line was in the control of 
the insurgents.

before the club. He has elaborated his ex- 

planation in the following article: 

By BEN E. SWINGLY. 

HF whole philosophy of fire fighting 
is summed up in the words, “Get 
water on the fire.” No rule for 

doing this can be laid down, because no 

two fires are alike. Each must be ap- 
proached according to the circumstances. 

The only way {n which to fight a blaze 

is that which will put the most water on 

it in the least time. This general rule is 
the only rule than can be applied to every 
case 

The St. Louls Fire Department has 47 
engines for pumping water, 18 hook and 
ladder trucks, two water towers, four 
Goubile-capacity hose wagons, 12 combina- 
tion hose wagons and chemical engines, 
13 combination hose reels and chemical en- 
gines, 19 ordinary hose reels, nine fuel 
wagons, 15 officers’ wagons, 90,00 feet of 
hose and 241 horses. Part of the apparatus 
is kept in reserve to fill gaps caused by 
breakdown and wear. 

All hook and ladder trucks are equipped 
with life-saving devices, such as pompier 
ladders, belts and nets. The men are 
drilled with these appliances regularly and 
are always prepared to rescue persons from 
burning .buildings. The aerial ladders are 
also used, when not needed for life saving, 
as water towers. A section of hose is 
carried on them at all times with a swivel 
nozzie attached to the top round. When 
extended these are capable of throwing a 
stream of water horizontally into the fifth 
or sixth story of a building. 

The water tower {ts a wonderful inven- 
tion used for the same purpose. It is built 
something after the pattern of the aerial 
truck, with the exception of the ladder, it 
being a system of pipes and hose which 
telescope into each other. This machine 
is capable of throwing a powerful two- 
inch stream horizontally at a height of 
from 60 to 65 feet. Most persons confuse 
this apparatus with the aerial truck, but 
it is in no way similar. Three or more en- 
gines may be attached to a water tower. 
The force of its stream is wonderful. 


The fundamental principles of fire figcht- 
ing is to get as nearly on the level! with the 
fire as possible. If the fire is in the uppe? 
stories and the building is equipped with 
outside standpipes, the hose from the en- 
gine is attached to the connection at the 
bottom and a section of hose varried up to 
the landing of the floor on which the fire 
is and connected with the pipe. The water 
towers and aerial trucks are raised in 
the streets and other streams are poured 
into surrounding buildings. The fire is 
fought in this manner until such a time as 
the men can enter It. 

For cellar fires we have what !s known 
as cellar pipe. This is a system of pipes 
in shape of a capital letter L, to one end 
of which is attached the hose from the en- 
gine, the nozzle being at the other end. A 
hole is cut in the floor and the pipe put 
through into the cellar. The nozzle is con- 
trolled by a lever, by which it is possible 
to work it in any direction. 

When the firemen get in difficult places 
where the smoke is thick, they use a pro- 
tector which is something like a diver’s 
bell. It is placed on his head. Two as- 
bestos tubes are fitted to it, supplying him 
with air from a pump and keeping him in 
communication with his captain. It is a 
great device and is necessary in fighting 
cellar fires, 

The alarm box 1s the first and most im- 
portant thing about a fire. Many persons 
make a mistake there. It is not enough 
to turn the big crank on the keyless boxes. 
That only opens the box. The alarm can 
be dh mat only by pulling the hook. When 
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it notifies the central 
office, which, in turn, notifies every fire 
company in the city. The notification is 
made by a gong, and the moment it be- 
gins to sound every fireman on duty and 


the hook {s pulled, 


every horse in the department goes to his 
post and gets ready for the run before it 
is known where the burning building is. 
The men and horses in districts not cov- 
ered by the alarm go back to their chairs 


and stalls, while those who are called on 
make the run. 

Every box is watched by a certain num- 
ber Of companies, some requiring three 
times as many companies as others. In 


the wholesale district. as. for illustration, 
the Cupples block, the first alarm 
brings out six engine companies, 
two fuel wagons, one truck and one tower. 
The second alarm doubles the number and 
the third trebles it. At the fourth, which 
is the genera! alarm, seven engines respond, 
making a total of & pumping water upon 
the flames 

There are many boxes where one engine 
is sufficient to extinguish any fire that may 
rage. When the fire is extinguished a gong 
rings In al} the company houses. The ap- 
paratus goes back to its house and tele- 
graphs its position to headquarters. The 
central office is kept constantly informed 
of the position of all apparatus, a condi- 
tion that {s absolutely necessary in order 
to fight fires with any degree of success. 
If we know that a company in a needy 
district ts out on a fire. we can send a 
substitute company to take its place. Thus, 
the nice calculation of the strength needed 
to combat a blaze in that particular dis- 
trict will not be disturbed. 

St. Louls has an average of six alarms a 
day and, when it is remembered that each 
of these alarms arouses every man in the 
department, the public can understand that 
the life of a fire fighter is not an easy one. 
Sixty per cent of these alarms are sounded 
at night. 

There is no such a thing as a fireproof 
building. although structures classified in 
that way are usually less Mable to birn 


than others. All buildings three or more 


stories high should be equipped with sub- 
stantial fire escapes with standpipe at- 
tachments for the usé of the fire depart- 
ment, not only when there is a fire in that 
building, but In adjoining or opposite build- 
ings. All buildings with a large floor space 
undivided with fire walls should be 
equipped with up-to-date automatic sprink- 
lers. This is a very important adjunct to 
any fire department. It throws water on 
the fire immediately and sounds an alarm 
at the nearest engine house. 

In the faithfulness of its men is the se- 
cret of the success of any fire department. 
We have 495 men afd 12 officers. They 
have all been tried and found equal to any 
emerg ny. This is because they are 
carefully selected. A candidate for 
admission to the department must be In 


ARCTIC BEACH FOUND COVERED W 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 7.

ITY years ago two sailors told a fas- 
cinating story of a wonderful gold 
mine they had discovered on the 

shore of the Arctic Ocean, The beach was 
pictured as strewn with nuggets, large and 
small; 
on the coarse gold mixed with the sand. 
Efforts were made to induce wealthy Pa- 
ciflo coast men to outfit an expedition to 


search for the treasure, but no one could 
be induced to invest a dollar upon a sailors’ 
yarn. As year after year sped the story of 
the lost m'ne was to'd as a companion story 
to the romance of Alaska’s golden rocker. 

And now comes the strangest part of this 
remarkable story. 

Capt. Francis Tuttle, commander of the 
United States revenue cutter Bear, and Sol

C. Simpson, one of Seattle's leading citizens Capt. ‘De Boise, told me about twenty-five 


and a millionaire at that, confirm the sail- 
ors’ story, and in company with United 
States District Attorney W. R. Gay, W. BE. 
Hadley, Richard P. Burkman and Fred 
Zoliner are preparing. to work the mine. 


The story of the rediscovery of the treas- 
ure comes from Capt. Tuttle, who is as 
well known on the Pacific coast, from San 
Diego to Point Barrow, as David R. Fran- 
cis in St. Louls. 

It will. be recalled that Capt. Tuttle com- 
manded the famous expedition which was 
sent north by the United States govern- 
ment to rescue the crews of the whaling 
vessels which were caught in the ice floes 
several years ago. 

It was a letter from’'J. F.Dickey of Cali- 
fornia, written in April, 1900, which aroused 
the captain's interest in the lost mine. This 
letter is as follows: 

“As the great rush now seems to be to- 
ward the Alaskan gold fields, it brings to 
my mind a story of an Arctic whaler, 


years ago. The latter said that years prior 
to that date he was up in the Arctic, and 
that it was late in the season—September— 
and that they were working their way out. 
They anchored one day near the American 
shore. 

‘Two of the sailors took a boat and went 
ashore, where they discovered nuggets of 
gold lying loose on the ground. They com- 
menced filling their pockets with them, but 
had been so engaged only a few minutes 
when the captain of the ship hailed them 
and told them to come aboard. 

“The captain saw what the men had, but 
did not dare take chances, as the pack ice 
was coming in and it was necessary for 
him to weigh anchor and put off to pre- 
vent being caught in the Arctic for the 
winter. Capt. De Bolse always said he 
would go back; that he believed he could 
load a ship with gold from the beach. 

**He tried to get ship owners in San Fran- 
cisco interested in the matter enough to fit 


out a vessel, but they would not take any 
stock in the story. Every one thought it 
was a salilor’s yarn. Being without money 
himself; the captain was compelled to give 
up the project. 

‘‘He was finally taken ill and went to San 
Diego for his*health. He died there in the 
Bayview Hotel. I sat up with him two 
nights during his last illness, and he told 
me of his adventures and the gold mine in 
the far-away Arctic country. 

‘He had a piece of ivory with him which 
he sawed from the tusk of a wooly ele- 
phant—a mammoth, presumably. The piece 
he had was about fifteen inches long and 
seven inches in diameter. He said that the 
tusk he sawed it from was 14 feet long. 

“De Boise seemed to be a truthful man. I 
have confidence in his story. As the miners 
have got on to that coarse gold range, they 
are going to follow it until they run into 
the Arctic. They are now finding it on the 
headwaters of the Yukon and its tributaries 
on the north side, and as the Yukon makes 


SCOTCH JIMMIES ISLAND 


ORCROECROR ERROR 


It Is in the Mississippi 30 Miles 
Above St. Louls and Is Cov- 
ered With Fine Timber, 
Which Money Cannot 
Buy From the Quaint 
Old = Inhabitant. 


OCOTCH JIMMIE’S ISLAND, in the 
Mississippi River 80 miles above st. 
Louis, will not be stripped of its 

beautiful trees during the lifetime of 
James Powrie, a white-haired Scot of 75 
years, who owns the isle and has been 
living upon it «0 years 

Gootch Jimmie’s Island ts clothed with a 
splendid forest. There are 400 acres of 
heavy timber, and lumbermen repeatedly 
approach the old islander to purchase his 
trees. They have offered him $2600 for his 
gyoamore and cottonwood alone, but he 
says “No.” His island home is very 
humble He is not rich But as soon 
would a father think of selling his chil- 
dren as would Scotch Jimmie think of 
gelling his trees, which for almost half a 
century have been to him as living chil- 
dren and companions 

An adventurous fellow who had run away 
from his home in Scotland and had fol- 
lowed the seas around many shores until he 
was grown from a lad to @ strong man, 
James Powrie came to the United States 
of America to satisfy his craving for ad- 
venture in the civil war. When the war 
ended he came to the Mississipp! Valley 
and settled upon a big island in the Mis- 
sissipp! River at the foot of Plasa Creek. 
As he had loved the sea, so did he love the 
big river, buliding his home in the forest 
on his isle where the Mississippi flowed 
close to his door. 

There were great trees upon Powrite’s 
chosen isle. No other tsland around it 
had such trees. The cottonwoods towered 
like kings of their kind. The sycamores 
lifted thelr white limbs to the 
cleansing storms and gleamed pure 
white over the heads of their fel- 
lows. The swamp maples were like 
banyan trees, branching wondrously- 
and reaching far. Great ash trees, straight 
as the sun's rays and strong as stayed 
masts on the stanchest ship, delighted the 
seaman‘’s heart. Pecan trees were every- 
where, great groves of them beautiful as 
the date paimes of the Nile. The Scotch 
settier loved trees, and this was the place 
for him. 

James Powrte had not lived on his island 
long until he became a character in the 
nelzhborhood. He was so thoroughly Scotch 
people called him Scotch Jimmie... He was 
#o attached to his Isiand people called it 
Scotch Jimmie's Island, 

Seotch Jimmie cleared 40 acres of land 
where the island was high. That was 
more than 90 years ago. Then he took a 
basket of walnuts in the spring and skirt-. 
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his heel. When these nuts shduld be- 
come walnut trees they were to mark the 
outermost limits to which destruction of 
the forest on Scotch Jimmie's isle could 
go. The walnuts have long ago become 
full grown. The clearing has never gone 
beyond them. It never will while Scotch 
Jimmie lives, 


The island is two miles long and a 
quarter of a mile wide. It is now the only 
island immediately above St. Louis which 
has not been stripped of its good timber 
for the furniture factories of St. Louis. 
Except for the original clearing of 40 years 
ago, the virgin forest of Scotch Jimmie’s 
island has not been touched. The old is- 
lander spent the prime of his life there. 
He has protected the trees from the wood- 
man’s ax. They have sheltered him, 
pleared him, unfolded in their depths a 
thousand beauties unto him. He loves 
them. 


Scotch Jimmie has not been a hermit. 
He raised a little family on his isle. His 
wife has been dead a year, and two 
daughters live with him. One of these ts 
a real girl of the sea. There are govern- 
ment lights Bet for the pilots Klong the 
south side of the tsle, and she lights these

Many St. Louls people saw the great trees 
of the island and their white-halred owner 
in those days. The excursions were aban 
doned some six years ago. Since then the 
isle has resumed its original quiet, and

Capt. Tuttle interested Sol Simpson. The 
result was seen when a party of eight, led 
by Richard P. Burkman and W. E. Hadley, 
sailed from Nome in a schooner last fall. 
After passing through the strait several of 
the men, including Hadley and Burkman, 
left the vessel and went on an exploring 
tour in an open boat. They were supplied 
with a detailed description of the coast and 
many landmarks. At the end of 20 days’ 
prospecting the El Dorado was found on 
the beach almost within the grasp of the 
old ocean. 

While the surface nuggets were not as 
plentiful as the sailors described, they were 
visible. Coarse gold was found lying on the 
shore in many places. Not a pan was 
washed that did not give from 6 cents to 
several dollars, A hole was sunk in one 
place only six feet, and at that depth « 
nugget worth several dollars was picked up. 
Mr. Hadley sald he had not the slightest 
doubt that the identical spot,

At every large fire somebody exclaims, 
“Isn't It beautiful?” No, there is never @ 
“beautiful” fire, from a fireman's view- 
point, until it is extinguished. 


TWENTIETH 
CENTURY CLOCK FACE. 


AMUEL P. THRASHER of New 
S Haven, Conn., is making an effort to 
have the clock face that all humanity 
has been consulting for centuries changed 
for one made seultable for the progressive 
people of the twentieth century. 
In stating his objections to the present 
system of telling time Mr. Thrasher points 
out that there is a bewildering, brain-try- 
ing number of figures which are never néo- 
essary at one time for one hour indica- 
tions on the face of the clock of today, and 
he further says that some of these figures 
are right side up, while others are upside 
down, some repose on their sides, while 
others are placed at various angles. 
In Mr. Thrasher’s system there are never 
more than four figures shown on the dial 
of the clock at once, and they so indicate 
the time that no mistake is possible, and 
indicate it so accurately that valuable min- 
utes need never be lost. Under many or- 
dinary circumstances a minute over or un- 
der time will cause no great inconvenience 
or trouble, but there are many conditions 
when even the loss of a few seconds means 
the loss of milions of money, or even the 
wrecking of lives.

Mount Calvary Church when influential 
men in his parish sought to put him out. 

Mr. Fauntleroy fills the pulpit at Mount 
Calvary Church. 

He builds the fires. He does the house- 
cleaning. 

When there is a fence to be fixed he fixes 
it, and when there is a gate to be hanged 
he hangs it. | 

He builds any brick walks that traverse 
his churchyard. 

He digs, carries and personally places the 
flowers and plants that decorate his church 
upon such feast days as Easter. 

He is the whole crew at his church, and 
it is perhaps indisputable that he is the 


most thoroughly allround churchman in the 
city of St. Louis. 

Mr. Fauntleroy is doing all these things 
because the house of Calvary Church is di- 
vided against itself. For five years the rec- 
tor has been at war with some of the in- 
fluential men of his parish, and as a result 
of this long period of warfare the affairs of 
Calvary Church have been socially rent 
asunder and financially torn. Members have 
withdrawn to transfer their allegiance to 
other churches; but the rector of Calvary 
has brought others in. Vestrymen arrayed 
against him have. voted resolutions de- 
manding his resignation; but the rector has 
read these aloud from his pulpit and stead- 
fastly failed to yield. He has been pushed 
and pulled and urged and commanded, and 
through it all he has held his pulpit, giving 
blow for blow to the men who fought him 
and vowing he would not yield. In conse- 
quence of such strife Calvary Church is not 
rich, and because it is poor and would be 
compelled to divide its funds between a 
rector and churchkeepers if such were em- 
ployed, Mr, Fauntleroy does all the keeping 
himself. 

The trouble at Mount Calvary Church 
dates back to the St. Louis cyclone of 1896.

CAPTURE OF 


HE capture of Emilio Aguinaldo, the 
+ Filipino leader, by Brigadier-General 
Frederick Funston has provoked a 
storm of protests from students of the laws 
of war against the method by which the 
deed was accomplished. 

It is charged by them that the Kansas 
soldier, in making the capture, was guilty 
of such perfidy that his act cannot be con- 
sistently condoned by a Christian nation 
and that the taking of the Filipino chief- 
tain is an ineffaceable blot on America’s 
escutcheon. 

Their arguments are based upon the fact 
that Gen. Funston’s native troops entered 
Aguinaldo’s camp as friends and as part 
of his command, wearing the uniform of 
Aguinaldo’s soldiers and carrying his flag, 
and, after disarming his suspicions by ac- 
cepting his hospitality under these dis- 
guises, seized him. 

After describing the elaborate plans he 
had adopted to deceive Aguinaldo by forged 
dispatches, Gen. Funston told the following 
story of the capture: 

“When the party arrived at Aguinaldo’s 
camp a bodyguard of 50 men was paraded 
and the officers were received at Aguin- 
aldo’s house, situated on the Pala river. 

“After some conversation with him, in 
which they gave the alleged details of their 
suppositious engagement with an American 
force, they made excuses and quietly left 
the house. They at once gave orders in an 
undertone for the Maccabebes to get into 
position and fire on the bodyguard. The or- 
der was obeyed with great rapidity. Three 
volleys were delivered. The insurgents were 
panic-stricken. They broke and ran in con- 
sternation. Two of them, however, were 
killed and 18 wounded. 

“Hilario Placido, one of the Tagalog offi- 
cers and a former insurgent major, who 
was wounded in the lungs by the fire of the 
Kansas regiment at Caloocan, threw his 
arms around Aguinaldo, exclaiming: 

As the laws of war are a part of the law 
of nations, and the conduct of an army in 
the field is of international, as well as of 
national, interest, Aguinaldo’s capture is 
discussed abroad even more than at home. 

The two features of the affair which re- 
ceive the attention of the critics are the 
forgery and transmission of letters, pur- 
porting to be written by the insurgent Gen. 
Lacuna to his commander-in-chief, and the 
disguise of the soldiers who effected the 
capture. 

The forged letters, purporting to come 
from one of his subordinate generals, were 
intended to put Aguinaldo off his guard and 
jead him to expect the arrival of Lacuna’s 
“best campany.”’ Thus, the question is 
raised whether such a forgery is one of the 
@tratagems, allowed by the laws of war. 

The sixteenth article for the “‘Instruction 
and Government of the United States’ 
Armies in the Field’ declares that ‘‘mili- 
tary necessity admits of deception, but dis- 
claims acts of perfidy.”’ 

“Stratagems in war,” says Gen. Halleck 
in his work on international law, ‘are 
snares laid for an enemy or decepti rac- 
ticed on him—without perfidy and consist- 
ent with good faith. 

The West Point Code says: ‘‘No measures 
can be resorted to which involve a brygich 
of good faith. Deceit in the form of circu- 
lating faise information in order that it 
may fall into the hands of the enemy, is 
justifiable because it is the enemy’s duty 
to weigh carefully the sources from which 
he receives intelligence.”’ 

Just what constitutes perfidy and a pro- 
hibited breach of good faith has never been 
Gecided. Under the circumstances, every 
person is left to determine that to his own 
satisfaction. 

Frederick W. Lehman and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Charles W. Holtcamp of the vrirst 
Missour! Regiment, both of St. Louis, say 
that Funston not only acted within the tim- 
itations of acts permitted by the laws of 
war, but that he acted commendably, in 
capturing Aguinaldo. The reasons upon 
which they base their opinions are as fol- 
lows:

PEAKING from a purely common 
sense point of view, it seems to\me 
that the capture of Aguinaldo must 

be classed -as a feat of espionage and must 
be considered as such while judgment is be- 

ing passed on the captor. 
‘From time immemorial, the right of 
armies to send their spies into the camps of 
Aheilr enemies has been recognixved. If the 
Spy is captured he is hanged. He cannot 
claim the protection of the articles of war. 
But it cannot be said that any odium at- 
-taches to his memory because of the cir- 

, cumstances of his death. 
He ts hanged, not for his own guilt, but 
for the protection of the army into whose

possible, and the greatest precautions are 
taken to see that none of them leak to the 
enemy. To discourage the visit of spies, it 
is regarded as expedient to hang them upon 
proof of their guilt. If war should bé de 
clared at an end while one of them was in 
the custody of the enemy he would imme- 
diately be released because al] excuse for 
hanging him would disappear. He would no 
longer represent the enemy, which becomes 
presumptively friendly upon order to jay 
down arms. 

The spy goes into the enemy’s camp dis- 
guised. Sometimes he represents himself as 
a soldier under the enemy’s banner and 
wears the enemy’s uniform. But spying is 
still regarded as legitimate. 

It seems to me that Funston’s feat was 
that of a spy. He took his life into his 
hands when he went into the enemy's coun- 
try. If Aguinaldo had suspected his real 
mission he would have sent a force to sur- 
round him and take him a prisoner, and, 
once having him in custody, probably would 
have executed him. Funston could not have 
expected to escape this fate if he had fallen 
into this condition. 

He risked his life on the success of his 
project. Only two alternatives could follow 
his attempt to put his plan into execution— 
either he must succeed or he must die, He 
won at the dangerous game and seems upon 
the face of the returns to be entitled to full 
credit for the deed.

ENERALLY speaking, everything is 

(5 fair in war. That is to gay, all is 

fair that is not prohibited by custom 

or express agreement. Acts coming under 
these heads are few. 

We hear much of the laws of war. They 
are simply the customs of civilized nations 
in dealing with prisoners. If a man is cap- 
tured in open battle, or in a surprise, he is 
said to be entitled to the protection of the 
laws of war. That is to say, he is treated 
as a prisoner of war and his captors would 
violate all custom if they should treat him 
otherwise. They would have no right to 
shoot him under such circumstances, and 
such shooting would be assassination. 

But, if he should be captured as a spy, 
the situation would be changed. Great pre- 
cautions are necessary to protect an army 
from such intruders, and the custom of na- 
tions at war has recognized the, right of 
the captors of such persons to shoot them 
upon conviction. Thus, when we say that a 
man is entitled to the protection of the 
laws of war, we mean that he is entitled to 
the privileges of the prisoner of war. 

There are some things that one hostile 
army may not do to another without incur. 
ring the disapproval of civilized nations, 
Enemies should fight fairly and honorably. 
Perfidious acts should be eschewed. But it 
is permissible to spy upon the enemy, al- 
though the spy is not entitled to the protec- 
tion of the laws of war. Many other ruses 
are permissible and yet are not within the 
protection of the laws of war. 

The right or wrong of acts like Funston’s 
depends largely on the circumstances, Mac- 
Arthur knew these particular circum- 
stances, and the thought that the capture 
was not regular does not appear to have 
arisen in his mind; and he is both a good 
soidier and an honest, trustworthy man. 

But aside from this fact, which must 
have a heavy bearing on the judgment of 
impartial persons, I think Funston took no 
step throughout his maneuvering for tho 
capture that is not justifiable. He entered 
the enemy's camp as a spy in disguise. He 
laid himself Mable to the same punishment 
that is meted out to the spy upon capture. 
If Aguinaldo had guessed his mission Fun- 
ston would have been hanged In an instant. 
The Kansan took his life into his hands 
and staked it against failure. 

Civilized nations recognize the right of 
enemies to deceive each other, and there 
is almost no limit to which they may not 
go in doing it. Forged dispatches frequently 
have been used; yet no ignominy has at- 
tached to the forgers. During our civil War, 
Federal soidiers masked in Confederate uni- 
forms and vioe versa; yet, this was not 
condemned. But all persons who took the 
risk of doing these things subjected them- 
Selves to the death penalty and could not 
claim the protection of the laws of war. 

Funston's achievement was heroic and 
monumental. The capture of Aguinaldo was 
& great feat, done in a spirit of duty, and 
upon the failure of which the brave little 
Kansan would have laid down his life. He 
did it with little shedding of blood and 
without the use of infamous methods. And 


tions under which the capture was effected 
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ly ordained as a priest in the Episcopal 
Church after practicing law in the criminal 
courts of St. Louis, was the pastor of a 
Protestant Episcopal Church at Jefferson 
and Lafayette avenues.

The result of 
these quarrels combined was a determined 
effort upon the part of some of the mem- 
bers of the church to dislodge Mr. Fauntle- 
roy from the rectorate. The Vestry was 
against him. Influential mén of his parish 
were against him.

Ken- 
ner departed for Beaumont Saturday morn- 
ing. 

“It had been arranged that the subjects 
should be put to sleep at 6 p. m., provided 
Kenner's power did not fail, and those who 
had seen previous exhibitions had faith 
that he would accomplish what he had set 
out to do. 

“A few minutes before the hour appointed 
four Houston physicians, five or six rail- 
road men, a few of Mr. Kenner’s friends 
and the writer assembled in an upper room 
in the Tremont Hotel to witness the experi- 
ment.

“ “Pay strict attention to what I am say- 
ing and let your minds become entirely 
passive. You are going to sleep, and you 
will remain in a sound sleep until I return 
to Houston and repeat to you the words, 
“Remember the Maine."" No effort to 
arouse you will succeed. One, two, three. 
Drop.’ 

“As Kenner pronounced the word ‘drop’ 
both young men fell back and would evi- 
dently have fallen to the floor had they not 
been caught by attendants who had been 
stationed behind them. They were placed 
on a bed. It was noted at once that the 
respiration of each had been somewhat ac- 
celerated, but the most remarkable phe- 
nomenon was the movement of the pulse. 
Within three minutes after the young men 
were placed on the bed Walker's pulse ran 
up to 130, while that of Goebel made the 
remarkable record of 156 beats to the min- 
ute. This great acceleration of the pulse 
was not maintained long, however. Goebel's 
pulse had soon fallen to 108, and a little la- 
ter the beats had declined to 90, around 
which point the pulse remained until he 
was awakened. Walker's pulse fell to &8 
#ttnt. a few minutes, remaining near that 
point. 

“Excepting the accelerated pulse and res- 
piration, and a slight clamminess of the 
hands, the sleep appeared natural, but no 
effort to arouse the young men had the 
slightest effect on them. The physicians 
tried every test which they could devise, 
but all failed. 

“Four of Houston's well-known and rep- 
utable physicians stated unhesitatingly 
that the young men were under hypnotic 
influence. 

“A half hour after he had spoken the 
word that sent Goebel and Walker into a 
hypnotic trance, Kenner boarded the Sun- 
net Limited at Beaumont, and precisely at 
8 o'clock he stepped into the room at the 
Tremont Hotel, and two minutes later— 
just three hours after the subjects had 
falien from the telephones—Kenner stepped 
up to the bed and said in rather a loud 
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felt impressed all the time that he was rid- 
ing with Kenner on the train. 

‘Kenner was much gratified with the suc- 
cess of the experiment, as were all who 
witnessed it.’’ 

“Occasionally for several weeks Mr. 
ner had entertained and amused his friends 
in this city with 1otic experiments in 
which he used the lotal telephone system, 
but this later achievement, involving the 
hypnotizing of two subjects with the hyp- 
notist 8 miles away from them, has not, 
so far as Mr. Kenner and his friends know, 
been accomplished before. Of course were 
it possible to hypnotize a man five blocks 
away by the use of the telephone in giving 
the hypnotic suggestions, it is very reason- 
able that the same result could be had as 
far as the hypnotist’s voice would carry 
over the telephone, but the greatest dis- 
tance over which the experiment had been 
made previously, as recordéd by the publi- 
cations devoted to hypnotism, was for a 
distance of 10 miles, in New York State, 4 
few weeks ag?. 

‘lhe way in which Mr. Kenner discov- 
ered that he was possessed of hypnotic 
power, the manner in which he has devel- 
oped that power, and his recent remarkable 
experiment form an interesting narrative. 
When Kenner first became aware that he 
could cause a hypnotic spell to come over 
a fellow-man he was in the employ of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad as a passenger 
brakeman. One day while making his regu- 
lar trip a passenger, partially intoxicated, 
persisted in annoying the other inmates of 
the coach by loud and boisterous language. 
The conductor remonstrated with him and 
Kenner made several attempts to induce 
him to be quiet. Finally Kenner remarked 
in a jocular way: ‘I'll just hypnotize you.’ 
With this he began making ‘passes’ over 
the disorderly passenger’s face and com- 
manding him, after the manner of hypnot- 
ists, to go to sleep. 

“After two or three minutes of this per- 
formance the man did indeed go to sleep, 
to the great astonishment of Kenner and 
everyone else in the car. Moreover, he fell 
into such a deep sleep that the brakeman- 
hypnotist was much alarmed. Some time 
before the station of the sleeping passenger 
was reached Kenner began trying to arouse 
him, but the hypnotic spell, aided by the 
fumes of the liquor that the passenger had 
imbibed, had put him into such a sound 
sleep that ordinary measures would not 
awaken him. 

“Kenner began to see visions of a suit 
against the company and the loss of his 
Situation. In the meanwhile the train wus 
rapidly approaching the station at which 
the hypnotized passenger was due to dis- 
embark. The situation called for more he- 
roic treatment, and Kenner proceeded to 
give his subject a cold water bath and to 
beat him on the back. With much rough 
handling the passenger was awakened just 
as his station was reached, and thus ended 
Kenner’s first experiment in hypnotism. 

“Feeling proud of his newiy-discovered 
power, Kenner set about aeveloping it. He 
procured works on hypnotism and studied 
them closely, ‘practicing’ on his friends 
whenever occasion permitted. He made 
rapid progress and was soon giving private 
entertainments in the houses of his friends, 
Later he hypnotized persons with the use 
of the telephone for a distance of a few 
blocks.,”’

I consider that young man Kenner 
a wonder in that line. I possess the power 
myself, but I never attempt to use it in my 
profession. I cannot recall now that I ever 
nypnotized but one person, and that was 
with his consent. 

‘Goebel and Walker both had receivers to 
their ears when Kenner, who was at Beau- 
mont, spoke to them and they both fell as 
if they had been stricken with a bolt of 
electricity; and if they had not been caught 
by the spectators they would have fallen 
to the floor. 

“There was a marked difference between 
the two men while they were in this hyp- 
ontic sleep. Goebel’s pulse went higher and 
his respiration and circulation were bad. In 
fact, his hands felt very much like a man 
‘in articulo mortis.’ The sleep of the other 
man was more natural, though his pulse 
was much faster than the normal—about 130 
to the minute. When they were awakened, 
after having been asleep for three hours, 
Goebel was startled, as if from some bad 
dream, while the other man seemed as if 
awakening from a natural sleep.

“rT HERE was no fake about the hyp- 

notism of the two subjects by 
long-distance telephone. The two 
young men, however, were good subjects 
and Prof. Kenner had hypnotized both of 
them on several occasions. 

“I do not think it possible for him to have 
hypnotized them by telephone unless he had 
previously had them under his power of 
hypnotism. I have the power of hypnotism 
myself, but I never use it In my practice, 
though I believe the time will come when it 
will be recognized as a thereaupeutic agent 
of the greatest value. 

“IT confine my practice of hypnotism to 
my office boy, though I have put men un- 
der the spell to pull a tooth or to cure 
the headache. My office boy is what is 
known as a good subject for hypnotism 
and I think I could easily put him under 
the spell over the telephone. One afternoon 
not long since I put him under a hypnotic 
spell and suggested to him that on the next 
afternoon he would fall asleep at 4 o'clock, 
At the appointed hour, though, I had not 
mentioned it to him; tn the meantime { 
noticed that, though he was reading a few 
minutes before, he was fast asleep. 

‘‘As to the subjects put to sleep by Prof, 
Kenner by telephone they were most as- 
suredly hypnotized. The pulse of Goebel 
went up from normal to 156 and the pulse 
of Walker went up to something like 13). 
They could not have been feigning sleep. f 
attempted to arouse them by the ordinary 
means of shaking, pulling their limbs and 
calling them by name, but they could not 
be aroused. No such tests as sticking pins 
in their bodies were attempted, however.”

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Kenner had no doubt hypnotized 
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HE sundry civil bill, which became a 
law on March 4, contains a provis- 
ion for a Cliff Ruin Park in Colo- 


rado, the purpose of which is to preserve 
the wonderful ruins of that region from 
further spoliation by relic hunters and col- 
lectors. 

The Colorado Cliff Ruin Association Is au- 
thorized to lease from ihe Wi-minuchi Ute 
Indians, for a term of 10 years, the whole 
of the Mesa Verde tract, which is part of 
the reservation of that tribe, the lease to 
‘inelude and cover all ruins and prehis- 
toric remains situated therein.”’ The asso- 
ciation is authorized to occupy the tract 
and to preserve and protect the ruins. 

The Mesa Verde, in the southwestern 
corner of Colorado, is an irregular table 
land comprising some square miles, 
Through its cenicr runs the canyon of the 
Mancos river, about 36 miles long and be- 
tween 1000 to 2 feet deep, with Innumer- 
branch and gorges jutting 
off from either side into the body of the 
mesa In these canyons and on the flat 
table land above them there are hundreds 
of ruins of houses, ranging In size from 
mere cubby holes tin the cliffs to exten- 
sive villages on the canyon bottom. Prac- 
thally every type found in other regions 
is represented in the Mancos Canyon. 

The Mancos and the Mesa Verde region 
were first vielted by W. H. Jackson of the 
then geological survey, in 1874, and a year 
later by W. H. Holmes of the same organt- 
zation. The region its difficult of access, 
however, and even up to this time has not 
been thoroughly explored. Some of the 
largest and finest ruins were entirely over- 
looked by the first investigators. 

Within recent years a family of ranch- 
men living In the vicinity has taken 
the exploitation of the country, 
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able canyons 


Denver and other Western cities, but hun- 
dreds of others still remain in the condi- 
tion In which they were left by the old 
cilf! dwellers when they departed for other 
regions or were exterminated by the Utes 
or other tribes. 

The most important of all the ruins from 
the archeological standpoint, the remains 
of large villages situated on the flat bot- 
toms of the canyons, have been but little 
disturbed so far, as they are ingonspicuous 
and have not attracted the attention of 
the vandals. Systematic excavation 
in them would undoubtedly yield large 
returns. The cliff ruins proper, 
picturesque dwellings perched high 
up in the canyon walls, have bees 
pretty well cleaned out, but the walls fee 
main, and one can still form an adequate 
idea of the conditions under which the 
former inhabitants of that strange regioa 
lived. 

One of the distinctive features of the 
Mesa Verde region is the large number of 
ruins of circular towers found there. These 
are not seen anywhere else in the same 
abundance. There is hardly a half mile 
in the region without one or more of them, 
What their use was ta still a mystery, the 
most plausible idea being that they were 
watch towers, from which the harassed 
cliff dwellers kept watch against the foes 
of whom they were apparently In constant 
dread. 

These towers are the most pretentious 
structures of that old race, being often 
much as #* feet in diameter and in 
cases having double or triple walls.

Stephens is to East St. Louis the calm 
after the storm. The eve of his adminis- 
trative advent was the wildest night in the 
history of any city of Illinois. For 14 years 
he has been East St. Louis’ notification 
to the world at large that 


“The People of This Place Have 
Quit Knocking Each Other’s 
Heads Off, and Are Henceforth 
in League to Put in Hard Licks 
for East St. Louis.”’ 


Pacificators are the product of storms. 


The best appreciation of the need of some-: 


thing better is gained by the man caught 


out tn the very worst. Stephens is the 
great pacificator of Fast St. Leuls. He 
rose to this distinction from the very vor- 
tex of the storm which racked the oity 
20 years ago. He was an alderman in the 
city council when the city was in the hands 
of fighting factionists; when two sets of 
policemen patrolled the streets in belliger- 
ency toward each other because there was 
hut one set's pay; when a reign of terror 
endangered property and iinpertied life. 
rie lived and worked in the city when crime 
and corruption dealt the name of East St. 
Louis a blow under which it staggered for 
years. He was the first mayor after the 
desperate political quarrel for control of 
the city, which culminated in the assassi- 
nation of Mayor Bowman. 

The assassin, the corruptionist and the po- 
litical pirate had East St. Louis in a bad 
way early In the decade from 1380 to 1890. 
The campaigns for municipal control were 
disgraceful and desperate, and with their 
varying successes the sharks of society 
plundered the city treasury and sullied the 
city’s good name until East St. Louis be- 
came a synonym for desperate and danger- 
ous municipal politics. It was out of this 
chaos that Stephens came; and, like Xeno- 
phon, he led the way out of the wilderness 
and up to the high ground. He crystallized 
the community sentiment for reform. He 
chose the only weapon that had not been 
tried and dulled, and that was peace. He 
wielded it harder than the despoilers of 
East St. Louls had ever waged war with 
cudgels and slugs. He made himself nec- 
éssary to East St. Louis. He brought it an 
era of good feeling and growth. And seven 
times mayor of a big, live town is Stephens’ 
fame for reward. 

St. Paul said: “This one thing I do.” 
East St. Louis, Nke Funston, supplements 
the avowal of the apostle by saying, ‘This 
one thing I do a little better than anybody 
else,”’ 

It is a far cry from the East St. Louis 
before to the East St. Louis after taking 
Stephens. The ante-Stephens city was bad- 
ly in debt and in the clutches of men who 
piled its indebtedness higher. Its streets 
were sloughs. Its building lots were ponds. 
It was a place of which men said: “You 
can't build a city in this morass. Cut for 
high ground.” The public school system 
was indifferent and insufficient; so were 
public utilities, and East St. Louis looked 
sick with the miasma of the swamp in 
which she lay. The East St. Louls after 
taking Stephens is another place. It is a 
It is the third city of Iili- 
nois. Manufactories flock to it. Its streets 
are raised 12 and 15 feet out of the swamp; 
they are paved and sidewalked. The swamp 
fs gone—filled up at a cost of not less than 
$2,000,000. There is a big public school sys- 
tem of ten buildings; a new $126,000 city 
hall; a $60,000 free library; miles and miles 
of high, dry streets, lined with hundreds 
of pretty homes. There are sewers in 
spite of the fiat bottom, and progress in 
spite of obstacles, and all the Mississippi 
Valley knows East St. Louis and marvels 
at her energy and capacity to forge ahead. 

In the East St. Louis municipal election 
of last week M. M. Stephens was elected 
mayor of the city over Robert Traubell 
by a majority of 1206 votes. It had been a 
quiet campaign. There had been addresses 
in halls, and the candidates had circulated 
among the people. The balloting resulted in 
an easy victory for Stephens. It was the 
seventh time the people of East St. Louis 
had seen him elected to the chief execu- 
tive’s chair in the municipality. He had 
been a candidate continuously since 1887. 
In 189 he had been defeated by Henry F. 
Bader, but upon each of the other occa- 
sions he had been elected for a term of 
two years. So Mr. Stephens has served 
12 years as mayor of East St. Louls and 
is now entering upon his seventh ‘term. 
His majorities over his opponents have 
ranged from 400 to 1200 votes, his majority 
of last week being the highest he has re- 
ceived. He is always the candidate of the 
Citizens’ ticket, which has no affiliation 
with either of the national parties. In all 
fave local elections he is a Democrat, but 
party lines are not drawn in the municipal 
campaign, and the Republicans have never 
candidate to oppose him. He 
controls all the appointments in the fire, 
police and street departments, and receives 
a salary of $3000 a year. During his long 
period of service this has been increased 
from $1000 to $2000 and finally to the present 
figure.

You'll understand futther on. He wears 
heavy gold ring on the little finger of his 
left hand, and must of the time while he 
talks he reclines tn his chair and strokes 
his lips with this left little finger, with the 
palm of his hand turned out — | 

He is a prominent man in Fast St. Louis. 
Not all mayors are especially prominent. 
But Mr. Stephens ts. He is a member of the 


East St.Louls Egyptian Club, an organiza- 
tion of the prominent people of the city. 
He is the owner of the Collinsville, Casey- 
ville & East St. Loufs Electric Line, which 
he built. He is a director of the First Na- 
tional Bank of East St.’ Louls and was.one 
of the men who made it a national bank. 
He is vice-president of the Crescent Foun- 
dry and Machine Co. He lives at 665 Col- 
linsville avenue, the principal residence 
street in the city, and he and his wife and 
daughter are identified with the best so- 
ciety in the oity. He is the owner of the 
Stephens House, an Kast St. Louis hostelry. 
He knows a great many people pérsonally 
and is himself the best-known man in the 
city. He is easily pointed out, for his 
pointed black beard and stocky figure make 
him noticeable, 

Mr. Stephens is proud. of. his record in 
East St. Louls municipal affairs, but he 
is not boastful He says, “I did these 
things,” but he says it as though it is un- 
derstood that\he was expected to do them. 
He is easily approached. He does not re- 
quire cards from those who would see him, 
nor does he send to know what is wanted. 
You want to see him. Walk in. He turns 
to you from his desk and looks at you with 
Steady, pleasant eyes. He is not in the 
least excitable, you see that quickly. He is 
cautious. You feel that at first and find 
it out later. Yet he does not appear to 
have any aversion to talking about any- 
thing in connection with his official work. 
It is only in regard to things pertaining 
to his private life that he taiks with less 
readiness. He tells you quite modestly 
that his father’s people came over on the 
Mayflower; that his mother’s people were 
English; that his father was a poor man 
and that he was raised a poor boy near 
Scranton, Pa., being but little educated 
and going to work first as a helping boy 
in a grocery and a year later on the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western raflroad, 
where he became a brakeman, a fireman 
and finally an engineer. He first saw Hast 
St. Louis in 1869, when he stood at the 
throttle of a locomotive he brought in 
there in what is now the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad. He got down out of the cab and 
opened a hotel in East 8t. Louis. He 
dealt in real estate, and finally became 
the chiefest citizen of the place, serving 
six terms as mayor and being now elected 
for the seventh time. It is a career he is 
proud of, but he is modest and tells of it 
modestly. He has made money in East,8t. 
Louis, and the nearest he comes to voicing 
& grievance is to say that if his friends 
had not held him so close to the mayor's 
office all these years he could have made 
more money in a business way. He is a 
likable man. There is nothing vain or 
egotistic about him. He !s plain-spaken 
and quietly-spoken, and he tis proud of East 
St. Louls. You hardly think of him as 
a mayor. He seems more like the manag- 
ing head of some big industrial concern. 
You can imagine his quiet, peaceful de- 
meanor cools off many excited visitors, 


He reaches his office in the City Hall at, 


10:30 o’cloék. The ante-room is filled with 
men and women who want to see him. 
He bows to them pleasantly as he passes 
through, and admits them singly or in 
groups, according to their desires. Those 
of his visitors who are personal friends 
he greets with a handshake and a hearty 
“How are you?” accenting the middle 
word. He enjoys the confidence of the 
people. The number of times they have 
made him mayor proves that, but no bet- 
ter than the freedom with which his visit- 
ors talk to him about municipal affairs and 
the numbers of representative citizens who 
call to see him. It is helpful to any move- 
ment if its promoter can say: ‘This meets 
the approval of Stephens.”’ To inquire 
among the people why it is that this man 
has been seven times elected mayor is to 
elicit the answer: ‘He fills the bill.” And 
it was a big bill when he essayed to fill it. 

The fact of the matter its that Stephens 
represents East St. Louis’ appreciation of 
her own opportunities: He is not elected 
to office as a Democrat or Republican or 
as the leader of any faction. The people 
of East Kt. Louls have put him in charge 
of municipal.affairs just as the stockhold- 
ers of any big corporation would select an 
executive head. They have put him there 
to get results, There are no politics in it. 
His election is a commercial triumph, It 
means more raised streets, more paved 
streets. more Industrial concerns and more 
growth.

HAVDE been elected mayor of East Bt. 
Louls seven times because I have given 
the city a business administration, It 


is a business proposition. The city is a cor- 
poration and its affairs, like those of any 
other public or private corporation, must 
be administered upon business rules if the 
corporation is to succeed. 

It was one of my youthful determinations 
to keep out of politics. I have drifted into 
them against my will. I was made a can- 
didate for mayor of East St. Louis in 1857 
against my dosires, and was elected. The 
city was then badly in debt. Its affairs 


dies 


were generally in a chaotic state. I set out 
to straighten them out, working in league 
with the best business men in the city. 
We put East St. Louls upon her feet. We 
raised her streets, built schools, rehabili- 
tuted the fire department and the police 
department, encouraged manufacturers to 
come here and built a public library. East 
St. Louls needed every one of these things. 
We saw that she got them. 

When I took charge of the municipal 
government East St. Louis was in debt 
between eight and nine hundred thousand 
dollars. She seemed hopelessly swamped. 
We got together and conferred with the 
creditors. We made them an offer for 
their aggregate claims and compromised 
upon $650,000. Then we issued 5 per cent 
20-year straight bonds for this amount. 
From the time the last large _settiement 


was made, practically closing up the mat- 
ter of the city’s indebtedness, the bonds 
went to 1% cents premium. They have 
never fallen below this and are now as 
high as s and 9 cents. 

East St. Louis had no credit when I was 
first elected mayor. I could not have 
bought a keg of nails in the name of the 
city. We banded together and gave our 
personal notes for needed municipal sup- 
plies, and when the revenues came in we 
paid these things and continued to pay 
them until the peonle became convinced 
we were in earnest and were actually giv- 
ing municipal affairs a business adminis- 
tration. With this conviction the cred&t 
of East St. Louis returned, and I can go 
out now and borrow one, two or three 
hundred thousand dollars and answer no 
questions. People know there is no trick- 
ery. They know the city is good for every 
dollar of indebtedness it contracts. 

When we issued the city bonds we deter- 
mined that henceforth East St. Louls must 
pay as she went. She has done it. She 
pays the interest upon those bonds and 
pays current expenses as she goes along, 
and eventually the bonds will be paid and 
the city absolved from debt. 

Having arranged the city’s indebtedness, 
I turned to her streets. People waited at 
our gates to make East St. Louis a busy 
city, but they would not come in when 
the streets of the city were little less than 
sloughs. ‘The streets must go up,” we 
said. People opposed us, and it was a 
fight, but we won. And we have not since 
ceased to win. A million and a quarter of 
dollars we have spent improving East St. 
Louis’ streets. We have raised them 12 
and 15 feet. We have paved them and built 
sidewalks along them. We have miles and 
miles of high, dry streets, with good pave- 
ments and good walks, and the property 
owners have kept pace with the municipal- 
ity and have filled in their lots and bulit 
houses on a level with the new streets. A 
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wonderful work it has been, a transfor- 
mation. It seemed impossible 15 years ago. 
People said it was Impossible. They were 
sure such an elaborate improvement would 
cost more than the property was worth, 
and that the owners of property would 
forfeit their holdings in preference to go- 
ing bankrupt. There are whole squares of 
property out on these business streets 
which leaped up to five, six and as high as 
ten times their former value after the 
streets wéfre raised. 

Our river front was in a wretched state. 
The railroads threatened to abandon it. 
One of our first achievements was to save 
this beehive of industry for East St. Louis 
for all time. We paved Front street for a 
mile and a quarter along the levee with 
granite blocks. It cost us $112,000, but, 
like the street raising, it saved Hast St. 
Louls. 

From the streets we turned to the police 
department and the fire department and 
the public schools. We rehabilitated them 
and made them as good as those of any 
other city of our size. We followed tnese 
up with an electric lighting plant and wa- 
terworks. We lifted East St. Louis out 
of the swamp, freed her from debt and the 
burdensome mandamuses of the courts, 
cleansed her politically and clothed her In 
pavements, in sidewalks and new build- 
ings, strengthened her with new indus- 
tries, gave’ her light and power, good 
schools and a free library. It has all been 
done in a few years. She has remarkable 
recuperative powers. She proved this by 
getting away from her old self and in 
quickly recovering from misfortunes that 
have happened to her since. 

I have been held here year after year 
against my will. I came here as a rail- 
road engineer, and opened a hotel and did 
real estate business here. I became @ 
member of the city council, and finally was 
made mayor. I applied to my work my 
best intelligence and my best understand- 
ing of modern methods of business. I se- 
cured the advice and aid of the business 
men of the city. I have always intended 
retiring from the office and have requested 
that they get some one else, but each cam- 
paign finds me a candidate, and for the 
seventh time I have been elected. The sal- 
ary ts not enough for me to live as t wish 
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to live. If it were not for outside 
ests I have I could not afford to be 
at all, But the people I have worked 
s0 many years insist upon me

His Children Civil Government. 
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Y AN overwhelming majority, Lee 
B Meriwether was elected mayor of St. 

Louls through the ballot cast by 
pupils of Mt. Pleasant Public Schogl, 
near the corner of Nebraska avenues 
and Neosho street, April 4 The vot- 
ers of legal age throughout the city 
decided the election .otherwise. Even 
the Eleventh ward, in which Mt. Pleasant 
School is located, was carried by George 
W. Parker, with Wells second and Merit- 


wether third. . 
The vote in four rooms of Mt. Pleasant 
School, as conducted by Principal Warrea 
Hilton ae an object lesson in civil govern- 
ment, gave Meriwether 122 votes, Parker 
12, Welle 7, Filley 1 and Greenbaum 1. 
Fry, the Soctalist-Labor candidate, was 
“skunked,”’ to use a schoolboy expression, 
“The official vote shows that Parker re- 
ceived in the Eleventh ward 1533 votes, 
Wells 1356, Meriwether 1088 and Filley 10. 
Pn th the schoolroom election is in- 
The first election held in Mt. 
School was that of last fall, when 


Only those tn the seven highest grades, 
children from 9 to 14 years old, participat- 
ed. The popular vote elected McKinley by 
a plurality of 6, but the vote of the elec- 
toral college, cast in January, gave Bryan 
a clear majority. 

For the national election the several 
rooms were designated as states.

hold “elections’’ In Mt. Pleasant School. 

Though we tech fn this school neither civil 

government nor history, by the textbook 

method, at election time all the children 
above the age of 9 or 10 years, both boys 
and girls, take a deep interest In politics. 

At home théy hear their parents discussing 

the issues and the candidates. They form 

opinions—usually, of course, modeled upon 
those of their parents. 

How many voters understand thoroughly 
the method of electing a president of the 
United States? Certainly not all. The chil- 
dren are curious to know what is meant by 
the electoral college, the popular vote and 
other phrases incident to an election. Why 
should not they be taught these things just 
at the time when the instruction will be 
most likely to make an impression? 

Last fall the larger boys in the school 
were talking about the electoral vote, the 
primaries, partisanship and the like. Many 
of them were in ignorance of the meaning 
of those terms. I conceived the idea of hav- 
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ascertain the partisan tendencies of the 
children, but to afford a means of Instruc- 
tion In the working of the election machin- 
ery. 

Several days before the date of the na- 
tional election I announced the plan and 
each of the rooms in the higher grades was 
selected to represent one of the larger 
states, I visited each room and briefly ex- 
plained to the children the meaning of the 
election terms mentioned. I told them how 
it happens that men do not vote directly 
for the presidential candidates, but for elec- 
tors, and how the electors are chosen; how 
they meet at a date fixed by law and cast 
the votes of their respective states. The 
children evinced deep interest in these ox- 
planations. 


The day before the election ballot slips ° 


were passed around, marked “‘Democratic,”’ 
“Republican,” etc., and the children cast 
these into a box. The total gave McKiniey 
a plurality of 6 Our “electoral college,"’ 
which cast its vote on the day the real elec- 
torAl college met, elected Bryan president 
of the United States. 

This epring there was so much political 
talk among the boys and giris that a mu- 
nicitpal election in the school was a matter 
of great interest. Some of the children did 
much electioneering at noon recess and be- 
fore and after school. Possibly the larger 


boys coerced some of the smaller ones, but . 


on the whole I believe the election was fair. 

A few days before the election I cut some 
copies of the official ballot out of the Post- 
Dispatch and pasted them in the several 
rooms. Each child copied the ticket which 
he or she Intended to vote, and at 240 
o'clock in the afternoon of election day the 
ballot box was passed around and the votes 
were counted. 

It is of interest to note that after our 
election several ward: politiciane called at 
the school to ascertain how the children’s 
wote had gone, believing it to be an indica- 
tion as to the result in the ward. 
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Before election day I explained to the. 


children that the primaries really are more 
important than the regular election, since 
at the primaries it must be determined
